The following isn’t really a column; it's an 
account of what went down on this summer's “Weapons of 
Thrash Destruction" tour... a thirteen-day traveling circus of 
boozed up punk rock which featured my band. BRODY’S 
MILITIA, our pals VOETSEK and Swedish freedom fighters 
WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED. This tour diary was written in 
collaboration with Esse E. Esse, peroxide rocker 
extraordinaire from the mighty WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED. All 
the credit (and subsequent glory) for this rambling tale of 
stupidity sits as much on the golden locks of my little Viking 
pal's head as it does my big bald dome. Any accusations of 
libel slander or defamation of character can be solely 
attributed to him. 

The WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED boys, hell-bent 
on having themselves a non-tour related vacation here in 
America, arrived in the Bay area a week early. Being that 
their stay in San Francisco happened to coincide with gay 
pride week, one of their major goals was to see a PANSY 
DIVISION gig. They also intended to drive down to LA and get 
in some squat thrusts and chin-ups at Muscle Beach. Due to 
the alcohol-soaked hospitality of Jef from VOETSEK, they 
ended up too shitfaced to stick with their carefully conceived 
plans and spent most of the time either drinking or with their 
heads down the toilet They did still find some time to take in 
a bit of the regional culture by visiting the infamous Eagle 
Tavern where they excitedly witnessed “one Rob Halford 
dude sucking off another Rob Halford dude." All European 
curiosities sated, it was time to get the show on the road. 


Friday, June 1st at Burnt Ramen in Richmond, Ca 

The first stop on the tour was also the first day of 
625's "Barbaric Fastcore Detonation Fest". Burnt Ramen is an 
all ages, no rules venue so the place was packed to the gills 
with drunk kids going absolutely ape shit The guy that runs the 
show. John the Baker, is a super fucking cool guy and diligently 
managed to keep things running smoothly throughout the 
chaos. We squeezed our way over to the merch table, set up 
shop and watched the mayhem from the sidelines. Not more 
than ten minutes after our arrival, our bass player Hank 
dropped an entire six back of PBR bottles. These shattered and 
later ended up cutting the crap out of our friend Jim. who was 
rolling around on the floor in a particularly vicious WIDESPREAD 
BLOODSHED mosh. This kind of disaster would soon become 
known as "pulling a Bruening", a phrase (taken from Hank’s 
family name) which can be applied to any instance of 
amazingly bad luck combined with belligerent carelessness. 

For instance, if you wreck your car you’ve "had an accident". 
However, if you crash your moped into a cop car while driving 
drunk the wrong way down a one-way street wearing nothing 
but cowboy boots and an army helmet then you’ve pulled a 
Bruening. 

Gig organizer and kingpin of thrash. Max Ward, 
was smiling like a madman from the safety of his merch table 
as every band did their best to blow the roof off the fuckin’ 
place. We played like slop, chords being yanked out here and 
drums falling over there, but with all the people dancing on 
stage (something that isn't so prevalent back home) K was fun 
as fuck. WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED was equally as chaotic and 
noisy, but pretty damn amazing for their first live show ever! 
VOETSEK went over like DEEP PURPLE in Japan and brought the 
fest to a smashing close. After the gig we got mentally prepared 
for the coming days by drinking plenty of bourbon back at Ami 
& Sandy's place. 

Saturday, July 2nd at The Poison Apple in Las 
Angeles, Ca 

We arrived late, missing LACK OF INTEREST. Fuck! 
That major disappointment aside, the show was still a killer. 
Show two in the bag. we followed Rito from SMD to a late night 
taco stand and ate like kings for cheap, then headed back to his 
place for a lot of drinking and a little sleep. 

Sunday, July 3rd at Pico Rivera in Long Beach, CA 

We drug our asses up late in the afternoon and 
went over to Big Mike’s place for some amazing BBQ. With 
BLACK SABBATH blasting on the stereo, a few of the guys took 
advantage of the pool and everyone gorged themselves with 
home cooked grub. Stuffed and refreshed, we went to the gig. 
This show was in a tiny studio rehearsal room that made for a 
real intimate setting. The quote of the night by some 
enthusiastic kid in the crowd, "I don't care man who's playing 
next as long as it's fast! I just wanna mosh". Having 
successfully delivered the much anticipated mosh soundtrack, 
we went back to the same taco stand before returning to Rito’s 
place for one more night of bourbon and coke. Jeff and Andrew 
jumped the gun with a pre-July 4th fireworks display that the 
cops quickly but politely put an end to. 

Monday, July 4th at The Doberman Bar in Tijuana, 
Mexico 

We said goodbye to our man Rito and headed 
south. The reports we’d heard regarding what to expect 
entering Mexico ran the gamut from it being a piece of cake to 
the trip being totally doomed. Andrew asked about the food in 
Mexican prisons, to see how it might hold up against the 
cuisine in the Brown County jaiL but was informed that only the 


nuns feed prisoners down in Tijuana. Fortunately, no one had to 
check the validity of this story as there were no check points, 
no guards, no nothing we drove right in without a problem. We 
found the venue, parked the vans in the most secure place we 
could find and set out to really get a taste of the local flavor. 

Half of our party of cultural explorers decided to 
up the sleaze ante and spend some quality pre-gig time at a 
titty bar down the street from the venue while the rest of the 
group went in search of cheap heavy metal shops, luchadore 
masks and the alleged outlaw pharmacies on the main 
thoroughfare. While Esse scored an elaborately embroidered 
BRUJERIA shirt for a few bucks in one of the shops. Andrew and 
Hank made extra-special friends back at the strip club for 
considerably more. By the time the gig rolled around, most of 
us were in no condition to stand upright let alone play. Three 
unintentional ANAL CUNT impersonations later, everyone split 
the venue in search of more booze and the kind of scandalous 
entertainment that could only be discussed in a magazine of a 
much lower standards than this one and I don't mean Profane 
Existence. 

After wrangling everyone back to the vans, we 
returned to the USA without any problems. Our foray into 
Mexico went smoothly, although Hank later realized that he’d 
pulled a major Bruening and lost not one but two of his ATM 
cards back in TJ while frantically trying to withdraw cash in 
order to buy more souvenir sombreros for his mother. 

Tuesday, July 5th at The Phix in Phoenix, AZ 

I’m a little foggy in my recollection of what went 
on here. It was a fun show. I think. Another unsuspecting town 
reduced to ruins, we dropped Scotty, Magnus. Pege and Hotrod 
off at what was allegedly going to be a killer pool party with a 
keg, mass weed and tons of hot eighteen-year-old girls 
bearing gifts of soft warm pizzas. The rest of us went to Carl's 
Junior for one-pound burgers and then hit the blast furnace- 
like ghetto motel. Esse scoured the cable channels for a 
glimpse of the new Jessica Simpson video but settled for an 
episode of "Roseanne" and a heat-induced coma of discomfort 

In the morning, Magnus informed us that the 
previous night's party was actually just two teenage dudes 
passing around a joint while listening to Scotty's tales of the 
record business. I’m not sure if someone actually told me the 
pool was filled with pungent green algae or if that was just my 
imagination filling in the blanks. 

Wednesday, July 6th at some cute girl's grandma's 
house in Las Vegas, NV 

We ended up arriving at the gig a bit early and 
were taunted by the fact that we could see the alluring lights of 
the Strip in the distance. So close, yet so far away! We hung out 
and drank Tecate with some really friendly local folks who 
talked a lot of funny shit and played PANTERA and goregrind 
tunes for us from their car stereo. There were a lot of pretty 
young women in the audience at this gig and we totally support 
that kind of equality in the punk scene. As soon as VOETSEK 
showed up we unpacked the merch. set up the gear and rocked 
Vegas’s unsuspecting ass for a good ten minutes each. Some 
guys dressed in bullet belts and corpse paint were standing 
around debating whether or not they should play, but we closed 
up shop and hauled ass past their pseudo-satanic 
indecisiveness already en route for the Sahara Hotel & Casino! 

We checked in to the hotel and everyone went 
their separate ways, rejuvenated by the potential for impending 
debauchery. Esse and I went right to work on indulging in 
overpriced (but tasty) bourbon at various casinos on our way 
down the Strip. We heard about the bombings in London while 
drinking and playing video blackjack at the Flamingo. Kinda 
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Shit after reading the horror stories sent in by punk bands across 
the States to us regarding their tragic occurrences on the road. I can 
only be thankful I’ve never had any real trouble with my bands out on 
tour, at least that weren’t of our own making. Usually we were the 
trouble, heading into towns with big bags of drugs ready to fight but 
there’s been more than a few times where I rightly should have died, 
like this one time. 

In 1987, there was a dire lack of gig spaces in our scene in 
Northern California. If you were at all interested in seeing the big 
bands of the time, you had two choices: either drive to San 
Francisco/Berkeley or you could hope one of the big tours would hit 
Guerneville, a sleepy town way out in the woods on the Russian 
River. They had shows at an old gay disco-turned gay bar-turned 
dinner club. The place was huge and would draw everyone from 
Black Flag to the Dead Kennedys up there. The problem was that they 
were all done through booking agents so the chances of a local no¬ 
name band getting on the bill was very slim. So. the locals did what 
we had to do find our own places to play, until the owners wouldn’t 
let us in anymore. Needless to say. this was a hopeless cause. 

Finding a cool owner of a bar or club was impossible. The resources 
weren’t there so our only options were house parties. And did we 
play house parties. Summers were filled up every weekend with 10 
bands playing at a high school kid's house while his parents were 
gone on vacation. Older folks with kids would let us play in 
backyards for birthday parties, at least until a fight broke out or one 
of the bands cursed or something. We played everywhere: open 
parks, condemned houses, fields, frat houses, student housing, 
cafeterias, you name it. Not unlike the gig spaces that exist today in 
small towns across the nation. 

One of these condemned houses was on a long, winding death¬ 
trap of a roadway called Calistoga Road, that slithered its way far into 
the hills for miles. The first time I went up to the house on Calistoga 
Road was actually on a whim, one of those long days of consuming 
alcohol for hours, ending up at a party later and wondering where I 
should sleep that night As I made my move to leave the party my 
buddy Sick Nick approached and asked me if I wanted to go jam 
some music. I told him I was burned out but he knew what it would 
take for me to join him. He offered me many, many drugs acid. coke, 
weed, beer he had it and I was ready to take it all Nick had wanted 
to be in my band for a long fucking time, to the point where his 
constant asking was totally annoying us. He once offered to just 


stand behind our banner and play rhythm guitar "no one 
would know I was there". What a freak. 

I tried to decline about a hundred times but the 
clincher was that he got our mutual buddy Eric, a local 
drumming madman, to jam with us. So. I figured we'd 
head over to our practice spot and have a good time. We 
took off and before I knew it were heading east up 
Calistoga Road, in the totally opposite direction we should 
have been going. I knew Nick pretty well so I just went 
with the flow I guess, though I had to ask where the fuck 
we were going. 

I know this old dude who has a house up here, I told a 
hundred people we were having a party up here, it's 
gonna be crazy. Do this rail." 

And that’s all you need to know about Nick. Anyways, 
after dodging pregnant possums and fighting off car 
sickness from the treacherous snake-like path of 
Calistoga Road we pull up to a very small home, 
dilapidated beyond repair, no running water and what 
looked like a pile of 10 destroyed automobiles piled up in 
the back yard. We walk in and Nick yells at an old guy 
sitting silently in a chair on the small back porch. "We re 
here". The old dude didn't even look at us. just kept 
staring blankly at the lush woods surrounding his back 
yard. No one else is there and I'm starting to believe that 
I’ll end up in a huge freezer resembling choice cuts of 
steak. Amazingly, this place had electricity and we began 
setting up our amps. Eric finally pulled up. but by that time 
I was so fucking wasted it didn’t matter. During this time 
in my life if you weren’t on at least five drugs by night’s 
end. you had failed as a punk rocker and I was in the lead 
as far as imbibing went before we even headed up this 
god awful hill. Through the haze, punks started to actually 
show up. A trickle at first but sooner or later the whole 
damn party I was originally at down in the real world 
hours earlier had migrated like a fucking Narcotics 
Anonymous exodus up the hill to this surreal shithole. 
Shit-faced beyond belief. I vaguely remember our jam 
session to a decent sized crowd. I think we played a 20 
minute version of the Mentors "Four F Club," and what 
must have been an equally nauseating medley of the 
Stones’ "Paint It Black" and "Conquistador." a fave tune 
from Nicks’ old band Moto Stillbirth. The parly went well 
and afterwards while driving me back to civilization Nick 
said we should get Capitalist Casualties up there and he 
would play rythym guitar standing out on the back porch. I 
declined AGAIN, but a few days later our drummer called 
and said Nick offered us a show, way up on Calistoga 
Road. Fucking Nick! At least he made flyers this time, a 
two inch square of a friends’ daughters construction 
paper with a poorly drawn skull and the word "Party" 
labeled upon it. 

Well, once again it took all the drugs in Sonoma County 
to effectively prepare me for another night of debauchery 
up on that damn hill. We started by doing endless lines of 
meth and stocking up on as much LSD and beer as 
possible. It was gonna be a long night and we came 
prepared. Food and water? Needless bullshit for 80's 
hardcore punks. At the time me and our drummer Matt 
were living in an old VW van along with a friend. 
Occasionally we'd begrudgingly let our guitar player 
Bowen sleep on the front seats and our pal Hoover slept 
on the minimum floor space of the VW. It was a decrepit 
piece of machinery but served its purpose. So we loaded 
up the VW to find this damn house. After getting lost three 
times my fogged memory of this dump site of a house 
finally emerged and we pulled off the main road and into 


the dirt driveway. The atmosphere was totally the opposite of 
my first camp out there. A hundred punks and burn outs 
swarmed the house, kegs were being carried in, merriment 
was in full effect. It was rare these local punks had this much 
freedom so they took full advantage of the situation. Other 
bands played, but for the life of me I don’t remember who or if 
they were any good. I only really remember the old man. 
sitting in his chair, staring blankly at the woods while gaggles 
of fucking hammered punks raised hell in his house. By about 
2 AM the party winded down, for the same reason most 
parties do .the beer was gone, the bands had played, the dope 
was ingested. 

Drunkenly we piled all our amps and drums into the back 
of our van, one of the shiftiest van-packing jobs possibly ever 
in music history. Face it we were all fucking wasted and 
there was another after-party down at a local punk house. No 
need to sleep, sleep wasn’t an option in those days. Matt was 
in no condition to drive. He had amazing tolerance for drugs 
and alcohol, like a fucking horse. One time he drove me home 
on 20 hits of LSD for Christ sake. But tonight he couldn’t do it 
He handed the keys to Bowen and took off to get a ride in a car 
full of girls who wanted nothing to do with the rest of us. 

Bowen was drug free that night but had actually drunk about 
40 beers, and he was the most sober of all of us. We hop in 
the VW and head down the hill. The first thing Bowen noticed 
is that the gas gauge was on empty. There was a gas station 
way down at the bottom of the hill, a good 20 minutes away. 

All of us start to stress a bit but Bowen assures us that we’re 
going make it so the remaining three band members and 
three friends lean back and try not to vomit on each other. No 
one noticed the major mistakes Bowen was making as we 
head down the hill. He was coasting, trying to conserve the 
gas. but he was taking the key out of the ignition. Unknowing 
to him, and all of us packed inside the van with amps and 
drums, was that the steering columns in VW's lock when the 
key is pulled. We were coasting down deadly Calistoga Road 
on a straight-away when Bowen screams out ’The steering is 
out!!!!" while frantically hitting the wheel hoping to jar it loose. 
Up ahead the straight away was ending, at a sharp 45 degree 
angle and all I remember seeing is a giant tree dead in our 
path. 

We smashed into the tree at full force. I see my buddy Dave 
Upinya’s hand break through the glass windshield first but 
that’s it as my head snapped forward headlong into the tuning 
pegs of Bowens’ guitar. All of our band equipment hurtled 
forward towards the front of the van, crushing myself, Shawn 
and Hoover under its weight Then silence. I pushed off the 
bass drum and asked if everyone was ok in a total panic. 

Blood was gushing out of my chin. Hoover replied and seemed 
unfazed and actually kind of miffed because now we had to 
get out and push the van out of the woods but the damage, 
both personally and property-wise was much worse. Bowen 
seemed alright kind of shaking with fright mumbling to 
himself desperately that "the steering quit on me, it just gave 
out it just gave out". Dave’s hand is shattered and bleeding 
profusely but shock is keeping him calm. I kind of expect the 
same for Shawn, he’s a tough dude who had had so many 
broken bones and been in so many scrapes you kind of 
expected him to walk through nuclear detonations unscathed. 

I called his name but no answer. The area was pitch black, no 
street lights so I didn’t notice him right next to me at first. He 
was buried under the Peavey combo amp and the drum 
hardware. He wasn’t moving and he wasn’t responding. Panic 
hit hard, the high from all the drugs we consumed had 
instantly been eradicated and I had a sick feeling about 
Shawn. I screamed Shawn was hurt and we extricated 
ourselves from the destroyed van and got him out We lay him 









down on the pavement. He was unconscious but I feared worse, and I 
stood in the street stopping every car descending downhill from the 
party, yelling out orders like "Someone go down into to town and call 
9-11" (no cell phones then). People were getting out of their cars and 
helping as much as possible. The van was totaled but the punks 
unloaded all our personal belongings and offered beer and support I 
couldn’t think. I really only remember spots of the night from then on: 
crying on Shawn’s shoulder on the side of the road thinking he was 
dead. I remember the car Matt drove back with stopping and the look 
of fear and horror on his face seeing his good friend laying immobile 
on the ground and his home smashed to pieces against an oak tree. I 
remember the smells .of leaking auto fluids and burned rubber. 

The next thing I vividly recall is being at the hospital. Someone had 
grabbed me away from Shawn when the ambulance arrived to let the 
EMTs do their job. I was a mess, blood all over my face and hands 
and clothes. The desk nurse at the hospital kept trying to make me fill 
out paperwork and blood was soaking the admittance form and my 
pal Eric was screaming at the nurse "he’s bleeding, fuck the 
paperwork!!". Delirious I threw the paperwork down and headed to a 
pay phone to call Shawn’s mom .and mine too. It ended up that I had 
only suffered a one inch gash to my chin, caused by eating Bowen’s 
guitar neck on impact. Not bad. Shawn had broken vertebrae in his 
back and was going immediately to surgery. After waiting hours for 
word on his progress it became evident that no news was coming 
until early morning. Someone, maybe Bowen’s girlfriend at the time, 
brought us back to her house where I drank a full bottle of wine and 
passed out. waking in the morning with wine spilled all over me. and 
painful headache and the slight thought that maybe it was all a 
dream. Unfortunately it wasn't 

The next day was recovery day. Some of us drove up the crash site 
to get what was left of our home. Not much was salvageable. What 
we did see brought home the horror we had experienced. The front of 
the van had sped head on into the huge oak tree, crushing a trunk 
sized dent all the way up to the windshield. The surrounding trees 
were less formidable and surely would have snapped at the trunk if 
we had hit those. Right behind the tree we had hit was a clear drop of 
400 feet to the valley below. If we had not hit that tree dead on we 
would have free-fallen to our deaths. 

Tragic happening like this will test the will of any band and ours 
was never the same. Matt and Bowen’s relationship never healed and 
he was booted out of the band not long afterward. After this, things 
moved forward for our band. We got a new guitar player and made 
some progress playing outside of Sonoma County. The crash and our 
dumb luck proved to us that nothing was going to stop us and we 
took that experience to heart and forged ahead with new plans and 
schemes. 

I hope all the bands that have told their stories in this issue have 
risen above their horrendous experiencing and I hope it has made 
their friendships and bands stronger in the long run. Use that luck 
you were given, that second chance, to make sure the people who 
matter the most to you know how much they mean to you. 

Endshit: I remember talking to Max about doing columns when he 
wrote one for MRR. He said he was going to quit because you run the 
risk of making yourself look like an ass for all eternity when your self 
righteous prose gets turned around on you and ends up exposing you 
as a hypocrite. He could’nt have been more correct I’ve been wrong 
in this column so many times (well maybe three times) I wonder why 
I even bother. Thanks to all the cool folks who write me agreeing with 
me (usually kids in bands) or disagree (usually old fucks whose 
opinions mean jack shit to me. I don't like to talk "shop," leave me 
alone). 

Endshit 2: Speaking of being a hypocrite. I railed in this column once 
about bands using Pushead art (actually just trying to give some 
props to other, newer artists). Today I was presented with the art for 


a new Holier Than Thou" 12" I am releasing, with art by guess 
who? Someone kick my ass. 



Walter Maestri , emergency management chief for 
Jefferson Parish, La., told the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune, June 8,2004: "It appears that the money has 
been moved in the president's budget to handle 
homeland security and the war in Iraq, and I suppose 
that's the price we pay.

Tony (16) 
and Michael (14) are still missing from the Biloxi Mississippi 
area and there is no word on a few friends. This rant is being 
written on the ebb of my emotions. 

It is Sun Sep 4th ; a week has passed since the hurricane 
known as Katrina started its devastating course through the 
Gulf Coast region. Our government is just now getting food, 
water and porta-toilets out to the displaced. This in itself is 
infuriating! 

By the time y'all are reading this, many will have forgotten the 
hurricane, levee breaks, devastating floods, chaos and 
upheaval. However many will not the homeless, injured, 
displaced and the ones that have lost family, friends and all 
that they own. 

As I read the newspapers, web info and watch the news. I 
hear many say "these are Americans" or "how can this 
happen in the United States?" this marginalizes and trivializes 
the whole epidemic of despair. This kind of shit has happened 
in many other countries (maybe not to this proportion), and 
there are third world countries where people live in despair 
and chaos every day without adequate nutrition. Yet when it 
happens in the good ol’ U.S. of A it's somehow of more 
significance. This is a realization- a wake up call if you will 
We as a people of this country are no better off and just as 
susceptible to Mother Nature and its natural disasters it so 
arbitrarily thrusts down on this planet we inhabit 

What I believe we should be outraged about is not mother 
nature- but our president and governments lack of care, 
concern, empathy and action to the unfortunate people that 
were and are still affected by the hurricane Katrina. 


They were warned years in advance that the levees 
could not take a hurricane rated higher than a category 
three, yet did not head the warnings (read Walter 
Maestri's comments top of this column). President and 
thief Bush even took much needed funds from 
rebuilding the levees and diverted it to his war in Iraq. 
We were able to air drop leaflets and food in Iraq on 
more than a few occasions- yet didn’t begin air 
dropping food and water until 5 days into the destruction 
of the gulf coast region. WHY?? We all saw the images of 
people (mostly of color) waiting to be evacuated from 
rooftops, overflowing out of the Superdome. Astrodome, 
Convention Center, malls, huddled in masses on 
highways, wading waist deep in mucky fouled water 
through the streets of city’s and countryside's without 
food, drinking water, clothing or even toilets; yet nothing 
was being done to help. The government even instructed 
the much needed Red Cross and Salvation Army to not 
go into New Orleans. They were told to set up outside the 
city- WHY?? Where was FEMA!? Eventually 
government officials said it was unsafe for the disaster 
relief workers to go in -that things had turned chaotic 
and unsafe. Lawlessness and desperation bred out of 
despair; A despair that was brought about by lack of 
basic needs (I’m not including the looters of un¬ 
necessities). The need for food, water, diapers, 
toiletries, clothing, insulin, information and a wait for 
our government to act; to come to the rescue of it’s 
citizens. A long wait it was for many thousands. Some 
still waiting as I type this, a full week later. I can't help 
but think that if the relief workers were allowed to go in 
at the beginning that many lives would have been saved. 
That the despair that brought about shootings and 
deaths over basic need elements might have been 
staved off.

He’s turns up at our next show with a bandage 
across his throat from a self-inflicted wound caused by a 
broken beer bottle. Unfortunately he didn't seem to do 
much in the way of life threatening damage. 

That’s the last I ever see of him until a few years later 
when he seems to half recognise me when Shank play a 
show in Belgium. I wonder if he still releases records by 
radical feminist punk bands? 

Fast forward to 2001. I’m in a van full of punks travelling 
between Belgium and Switzerland. 

On approaching the notoriously difficult Swiss border it’s 
time for all the men in the van to give the women their 
drugs to stuff up their vaginas. As casual as that Women 
aren’t just coat racks at gigs, they’re apparently also drug 
mules for patch wearing anarcho squatters. HUZZAH FOR 
EQUALITY! Or some other completely inappropriate 
outburst I could muster up in an attempt to display 
sarcasm. 

The next time I see one of the girls involved 
is (again) with Shank, this time in the Netherlands. I’m 
standing outside the venue making sure her loving 
boyfriend doesn’t kick the shit out of her.

Andrew was out in search of a 
party. He found one. brought his newly acquired friend back 
to the hotel and proceeded to test the durability of the 
bathroom fixtures while the other guys slept soundly in the 
next room. Unfortunately, us dudes in room 2164 missed out 
on Andrew's wake up call demonstration of frenzied love on 
porcelain. 

In the late afternoon, a few of us took a tram to 
explore a little more of the Strip. We caught some of the lame 
pirate show at Treasure Island, which an outraged local had 
informed us was "men fighting strippers.” Who wouldn't want 
to see that? It turns out the strippers remain clothed and the 
"fighting" is actually just a shitty dance routine. We soon 
came to the conclusion that being out on the Strip during the 
daylight hours was a pointless endeavor so we stopped by 
the closest liquor store, got a fifth of bourbon and passed the 
few remaining daylight hours finishing off the booze in the air 
conditioned comfort of our thick-curtained room. 

Meanwhile, as I later pieced together from 
various accounts. Andrew had been unleashed on the streets 
of Vegas alone. He managed to win over $100 playing nickel 
slots and celebrated by drinking his way to the far end of the 
Strip. While attempting to get a cab back to the hotel, a 
homeless guy offered to sell him a bicycle for five bucks. 

Why take a boring taxi when you can ride a five-dollar bike? 
Somewhere on the way back, he managed to wreck the bike 
and lose all of his slot machine winnings. Parking his new 
bike in front of the entrance of the Sahara (I guess the valet 
dudes don't do bicycles) Andrew managed to crawl back to 
his room, but had to settle for passing out in front of the door 
because he'd also lost his key. 

Friday, July 8th at Big Game Studios in Fresno, 

Ca 

This was the first night that the sound was good 
and I could really take in the excellence of both our tour 
partners. WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED are even faster live than 
on their records and just as tight Magnus is a fucking blast 
beat machine! VOETSEK just out and out kicked my ass. Their 
guitar player Jef is like the Jimmy Page of hardcore punk 
style, skill and a dash of mystery. All he needs is a pair of 
those silk wizard pants and a double-necked guitar. After 
everyone in Fresno’s asses had been kicked, we set off for 
the Bay area to get some quality sleep back at the palatial 
Lawless estate. 


Saturday, July 9th at Gtlman Street in Berkeley, 
Ca 

This was my favorite gig of the tour. I’ve heard 
ten kinds of shit talked about Gilman, but every time I've been 
to a show there it has kicked ass. It sucked that we didn't end 


up getting to play with GHOUL or BRUTAL DEATH, two bands 
that I was personally excited as fuck to see. but there’s 
always next time. The sound at Gilman was damn good 
tonight and all three of the touring bands rocked like fuck. I 
saw the first really amazing local band of the entire tour 
BLOOD RED! These dudes are a SLAYER tribute band and they 
pull it off with style. I’ve seen a lot of bands play a lot of 
SLAYER covers and it just never really works, but these guys 
kicked ass. Hanging around and drinking outside, we got to 
catch up with some old pals and make a few new ones as 
well. A flock of under age girls began lusting violently over 
Magnus, openly proclaiming their lurid desires and 
demanding him to autograph inappropriate body parts, so we 
were forced to make our escape before there was nothing 
left of the little fella to send back to Sweden. 

Sunday, July 10th at The White House in Portland, 
Or 

We were dreading this one since none of our 
bands sound like third rate AXEGRINDER clones nor do any of 
our entourage have that wanna be GISM graphic look down. 
Doomed without bullet belts, we figured we’d be in for an 
empty basement at best. Once again, punk rock surprised us 
and this show was packed with nothing but crazy thrashers 
and lunatic drunks. Some dude showed up with kegs of 
homebrew, two glasses free to each band member! We ain’t 
talking dog piss brewed in some stank ass crusty’s bathtub, 
this guy was super classy and offered a superior product 
and just when I was starting to think that "DIY” was some 
secret punk rock code for "half ass crap"! Drunk as hell, we 
went back to our main man Cam’s house for more bourbon 
drinking, dope smoking and a late night screening of "Day of 
the Dead" on DVD. Hank pulled another Bruening and tried to 
set Cam’s sofa on fire, but tragedy was averted (in Portland?) 
and we all passed out in safety. 

Monday, July 11th at Manium Warehouse in 
Olympia, Wa 

There was a weird vibe as soon as we pulled up 
to the venue, so most of the crew headed across the street to 
a quiet little hole-in-the-wall bar. The first band talked 
between songs longer than any of our sets, going into some 
really personal stuff that I can’t imagine anyone wanting to 
hear about while attending a punk gig. This wasn’t the usual 
boring rehashed political horseshit but long-winded tales of 
personal misery that just put me right to sleep. While we 
played, the microphone shocked the living shit out of me so I 
didn’t bother to share any awkward stories of my youth with 
the unenthusiastic crowd. We garnered total silence from the 
locals, aside from one dude who was doing some massive 
windmill o’ hair head banging the entire time. When I put on 
my glasses after the set I realized it was our man Cam, 
who’d driven up to see us one last time coz he just didn’t get 
enough the night before. 

Tuesday. July 12th - somewhere in Canada that we never 
made it to 

Figuring security would likely be increased due 
to the bombings in London, we decided it was probably best 
not to risk getting the WIDESPREAD fellas into Canada and 
then not be able to get them back into the USA after the show. 
As soon as the Olympia gig was over, we dumped the Swedes 
with a nice young lady who’d driven over from Seattle to see 
the gig. Hotrod was elated to see there were plenty of huge 
dogs waiting on him at the house because they have a major 
pet shortage back in Sweden. All of VOETSEK and BRODY’S 
MILITIA then piled into one van and headed North. Most of us. 


Andrew particularly, were pretty wasted after spending all 
available non-stage time at the Olympia gig in the bar. I think 
Athena was even surfing to THE VENTURES in the back of the 
van at some point This combination of intoxication and sleep 
deprivation made for a prime frame of mind when we finally 
hit the customs checkpoint Eight spaced out goofballs in a 
rented van driving through the Canadian border at 4 AM? 
Everyone out of the van, eh? Andrew proceeded to do what 
drunk people do best when faced with high pressure 
situations while absolutely inebriated he was funny as hell, 
saying all kinds of ridiculous bullshit and doing an 
unintentional stand up comedy routine for the benefit of the 
two incredibly calm customs officers. After being read his 
lengthy list of prior convictions as one of the many reasons 
why we were being denied entry into Canada, Andrew offered 
the Canadian officers a very heartfelt "I admit it dude. I 
fucked up," and we were allowed to go back to the USA 
bleary eyed and exhausted as fuck. 

Meanwhile, back in Seattle, Magnus asked the 
lady of the house if he. a proper European gentleman, might 
get a kiss. Her ex-boyfriend, sitting on the same sofa, 
suggested maybe he would use an axe to murder every single 
European dude in the room later that evening. Unfortunately. I 
was fucking around being turned away from Canada and 
missed out on this fun. 

Wednesday, July 15th at FBK House in Seattle, Wa 

This turned out to be the final gig of the tour. 

After the bands played. "Wild At Heart" was projected on the 
side of the neighbor’s wall. Cool idea. They also had a toilet 
that you had to dip stagnant water out of the bathtub in order 
to flush. What the fuck? Uninterested in facial tattoos and 
multiple lip piercings, we gassed up the vans and made our 
way back to Oregon to hang out with Jef s super fucking cool 
in laws. Smiley and Donna, in their secluded old farm house 
out in the middle of nowhere. We felt right at home. Pege, an 
authentic Swedish chef back home, grilled some burgers and 
we ate. liquored up and slept like royal bums. As soon as it 
was determined that the other gigs had fallen through, we 
said goodbye to our gracious hosts and made the billion hour 
drive through the night back to San Francisco. No one dead, 
no one in jail successful tour! After one last bourbon n’ BBQ 
hoedown at Castle Lawless, we said our teary goodbyes and 
stumbled on to the airplane headed for Ohio as the 
WIDESPREAD guys shuffled off into the sunset toward Malmo. 
Thus ends our tale. Look for us to deploy ourselves on a shore 
near you next summer. Unless you live in fucking Canada.

KREATOR 
ENEMY OF SOD CD 

Off and on throughout its history, KREATOR 
has seemed uncomfortable with its thrash 
pedigree and thus released albums like 
"Renewal," "Endorama," and to a lesser 
degree "Outcast" that distanced the band 
from its roots. Although those albums still 
proved solid, they were somehow less than 
they could have been. With "Enemy of God" 
I’m glad to see/hear the band picking up 
where the harsh and mighty "Violent 
Revolution" album left off. KREATOR seems 
to have finally fully embraced the fact they 
are unquestionably one of thrash metal’s 
prototypical acts. In many ways KREATOR 
has defined each of the last three decades 
for fans of thrash metal. In the 80s 
KREATOR was violent thrash incarnate on 
each of their four offerings; the primitive and 
raw "Endless Pain," the furious "Pleasure to 
Kill," the masterpiece "Terrible Certainty,” 
and the colossal major label debut "Extreme 
Aggression." In the 90s they suffered from 
inconsistency but still produced two of the 
decades most significant albums in "Coma of 
Souls" and the oft-overlooked "Cause for 
Conflict" which remains the best agro-thrash 
album ever recorded. Albums by the likes of 
PANTERA literally paled in contrast. In the 
Y2Ks KREATOR has risen to the pinnacle of 
the revitalized thrash movement with the 
aforementioned "Violent Revolution" and now 
"Enemy of God." On these twelve tracks 
KREATOR goes for the jugular like a half- 
starved vampire. Experience has given the 
band the ability to unleash music that is 
faster, harsher, and more ruthless than 
anything they’ve ever attempted before and 
yet they achieve a greater complexity and a 
better sense of melodic counterpoise than in 
the past. It’s an astounding achievement that 
leaves me in the precarious position of 
having to declare that this album is as good 
as anything in the KREATOR back catalog. 
Before oldschool KREATOR fans (or any 
extreme music fans) blow an aneurysm over 
that claim I dare you to pick up the album, 
crank it to eleven, and give it a listen. You’ll 
be scooping your brains off the floor before 
track five. Guaranteed.

METAL CHURCH 

THE WEIGHT OF THE WORLD CD 
Although METAL CHURCH was undoubtedly 
key player in the first wave of 80s thrash 
metal; their more "classic metal" take on the 
sound and the bad timing of their falling out 
with original vocalist David Wayne, left them 
firmly entrenched in the scene’s second tier. 
In spite of producing two of metal’s all time 
classic albums "Metal Church" and "The 


Dark." METAL CHURCH has really never 
gotten their dues. They fully intend to change 
all that with "The Weight of the World." This is 
a near flawless return to greatness for METAL 
CHURCH. The addition of former 
ROTTWEILLER vocalist Ronny Munroe was a 
stroke of pure genius. I am a huge David 
Wayne fan and Munroe more than wins me 
over here. His denim and leather tinged voice 
brings to the table everything Wayne had 
going for him (sounding not unlike Wayne, to 
be honest) but Munroe has a better range and 
more diversity. The music is as sharp and 
concentrated as it’s ever been perfectly 
straddling that line between thrash and 
classic metal. It would probably be disturbing 
to even guess at how many hours of my life 
have been spent listening to METAL CHURCH 
(I was a fan before they originally got signed 
circa ’83-’84), but "The Weight of the World" 
ensures that I still have countless hours of 
worship at the METAL CHURCH ahead of me.

SAXON 

LIONHEART CD 

If you were asked to come up with a list of 
New Wave of Heavy Metal bands that had a 
greater impact than SAXON, it would be a 
damn short list. If you only listing bands that 
were still peddling their wares some two 
decades plus after the fact, you would be left 
with a number that could be counted on one 
hand (and a hand that belonged to a careless 
carpenter, no less). For me personally, 
SAXON has been one of the most significant 
metal bands ever. Some of their earliest 
albums were momentous elements in the 
soundtrack of my teen years. "Strong Arm of 
the Law" (1980), "Denim and Leather" (1981), 
"Power and Glory" (1983) and "Crusader" 

(1984) all contributed extensively to shaping 
my taste for heavy metal. Yes. they 
succumbed in the late 80s to label pressure 
for accessibility and their sound suffered, but I 
never gave up on them and they never gave 
up on themselves. 25 years later SAXON is 
still rolling like a "solid ball of rock.” As proof 
I refer to their latest effort called "Lionheart.” 
It’s a bombastic album of pure SAXON metal. 
In fact, the crisp delivery and the classic (yet 
diverse) feel present throughout the album 
marks this as their best output in years. It’s 
better than excellent newer releases like 
"Killing Ground" and "Metalhead." In fact, it’s 
better than well anything since their glory 
days. Whether the band is ripping through 
barnstormers like "To Live by the Sword” and 
"English Man O' War" or exploring textures 
with "Beyond the Grave" or "Lionheart.” they 
are at the top of their game. Real 80s metal 
has seen a bit of resurgence as of late and if 
there is any justice SAXON will be recognized 
as the stalwarts they are.

THUNDERBALL CD 


I don't know that I have ever met a classic 
metal fan who didn’t like ACCEPT and by 
extension Udo Dirkschneider. Sure there 
have been some weak albums over the 
years, but considering Udo has been going at 
it since the 70s, that is to be expected. What 
is a bit unexpected is how solid the new 
U.D.O. album "Thunderball" is. This is easily 
the best thing that Udo has cranked out 
since ACCEPT's heyday. It easily rivals 
anything Udo has done as his spin-off U.D.O. 
"Thunderball" is a pure metal firestorm and 
has the same ferocity and passion that 
marked the best ACCEPT efforts like 
"Breaker," "Restless & Wild," and "Balls to 
the Wall." In fact the title track sounds like it 
could have been an outtake from the "R&W" 
sessions. It is certainly another Udo track 
that is as "Fast as a Shark." "The Arbiter" is a 
crushing track and worthy of mention in the 
same breathe as classic ACCEPT efforts like 
"Ball to the Wall." Surprisingly the best track 
on the album is also its most experimental. 
"Trainride in Russia" combines classic Udo 
grit and groove with an ethnic Russian folk 
feel. When is the last time you heard a 
classic metal masterpiece that had an 
accordion as its main instrument? How 
about never, that's when. The final track 
"Blind Eyes" is also noteworthy for its 
passion and its integration of a cello into the 
music without sounding like some crappy 
dark metal band. This is a superior album 
any way you look at it. Kudos to Udo.

FINAL DAWK 

UNDER THE BLEEDING SKY CD 
This album has been getting lukewarm 
reviews almost exclusively, so I was very 
interested in hearing it myself because I 
often find myself liking what others hate. 

That is almost the case here. "Under the 
Bleeding Sky" isn't a bad album at all. I just 
think it is being promoted poorly. The label 
buzz is that this is another top notch Scandi- 
death band. A claim that establishes pre¬ 
conceived notions about a death sound 
greatly tempered with melody. While there 
is melody here, it is NOTHING along the lines 
of what one expects from the higher profile 
Scandinavian bands. FINAL DAWN seem far 
more influenced by Floridian death metal 
and oldschool Scandinavian black metal 
than they are by the likes of IN FLAMES. 

This is raw and rowdy death metal with a 
serrated, rather than smooth, edge. This is 
the kind of music that rips and tears, instead 
of slices and dices. If you are expecting a 
razor and you get an axe. you might feel 
disappointed, but that doesn't mean there is 
anything wrong with your axe.

APOCALYPTIC END IN WHITE CD 
Imperial Crystalline Entombment (simply 
known as I.C.E.) is a hyper-charged black

The CD boasts all the evil fury and 
damnable dementia you would expect from 
any black metal effort by Fenriz and 
Nocturno Culto. but it is executed with a 
careful ear to the origin of the species 
specifically bands like HELLHAMMER. 
BATHORY. BURZUM. and the godfather’s of it 
all VENOM. Even the production and overall 
"feel" of the album harkens back two 
decades. I. for one. think old-school black is 
better than new-school black, so I admire 
the effort being made here; but at the same 
time it makes me wonder if fans of 
DARKTHRONE wouldn't be better served by 
tracking down original old-school albums. 
Ironically, a good place to start is directly 
related to DARKTHRONE. It is a new 
compilation of old black metal bands 
compiled by Fenriz himself for Peacevill 
Records. It’s called (simply enough) "Fenriz 
Presents: The Best of Old School Black

When this album started out with the 
mournful strains of a solitary cello that 
escalated into a dense wall of noise 
punctuated with "haunted monastery" 
chants.

What's also 
rad about these women is they like grindcore-they’re 
always scouring our distro looking for the latest in all things 
short fast and loud, but the fact that they like grindcore 
makes me like them even more as only dorks don’t like 
grindcore. I often wonder what people around the country 
and world think about our Bay Area scene (if they think 
about it at all). They probably think from reading MRR that 
we’re all a bunch of No Hope for the Kids or straight edge 
loving dorks, but truth be told, the Bay Area kids are into 
extreme music, not shit their parents would find acceptable. 
I had to laugh when I read Vanessa-Nicole-Jessica’s first 
column as I had recently finished up my own, because true 
to generational conflict our columns are in direct conflict of 
each other, but whatever. We can disagree and I still have 
all the respect in the world for them. 

SUPPORT THE SCENE WITH YOUR WALLET 

I randomly asked some bands who've toured 
recently how much they made on average from the door 
each night This is what they said: 

I OBJECT: $50 a night 
WORDS THAN BURN: $50 a night 
DEATHTOLL: $50 a night 

VOETSEK/BRODY’S MILITIA/WIDESPREAD BLOODSHED: $75 a 
night 

The average 12-15 passenger van that many 
bands use to tour in costs around $70—$90 to fill up. so if 
you’ve set up a show for a touring band and only paid them 
$50. they actually had to PAY to come play in your town (and 
that really sucks) because they probably used up more than 
a tank to get there. For example, driving from the Bay Area 
to Los Angeles probably takes about a tank and a half to two 
tankfuls (anywhere from $100—$180). We (the punks) 
always talk about supporting our scene, etc. Myriad bands 
have lyrics about this, or read just about any punk zine and 
you’ll see those words. The fact of the matter is. 
"supporting" means a hell of a lot more than just showing 
up. It's great that you're there to dance and have a good 
time listening to awesome music, but we’ve got to support 
the scene with our wallets, too. Buy the touring band's 
records, t-shirts, or whatever crazy merch gimmick they've 
got going on and if you're the one putting the show on. for 
god’s sake, feed them (it’s not hard to make a batch of 
vegan or non-vegan chili or whatever) and charge an extra 
buck or two if there’s a touring band playing your show. If 
the touring band on your bill doesn't have a good draw, 
maybe they're newer. BE SURE to put on good, strong local 
bands who will draw people to the show. 

It never ceases to amaze me how much some 
people will complain about having to pay an extra few 
dollars to see great bands play. Ami and I recently put on a 
couple of shows for THE ACCUSED. MUNICIPAL WASTE, and 
ANNHILATION TIME. THE ACCUSED were going to play The 
Pound, a terrible shithole rock club in San Francisco with 
asshole bouncers where the ticket price probably would 
have been around $18—$20. Tony from the Waste didn’t 
want to play there and asked me for help, so I got in touch 
with Blaine from THE ACCUSED and asked him NOT to play 
there, and offered to set up their shows for them. While 
Blaine was concerned about making enough money to cover 


their costs (totally understandable), he was cool about me 
and Ami setting up the shows and we ended up charging $8 
(a deal especially considering what people would have paid 
at The Pound) for both of the Bay Area shows. We were able 
to pay the bands well which was rad as the second night 
had no less than FOUR touring bands on the bill-SPOONFUl 
OF VIC0DIN played, too—despite the fact that we had to pay 
for a broken window the first night We were also able to 
give John the Baker, who runs Burnt Ramen where the 
second show was. some extra money that he’ll now be able 
to use to keep the club going, whether it’s repairing 
equipment paying a bill or two. or whatever. Without the 
unsung heroes like him. our community dies. Bands and 
labels always get the credit but it's guys like John that keep 
our scene alive. 

So if charging more for a bill that most people 
around the country and world would KILL to pay $8 to see 
means we're able to pay bands well (touring also means van 
repair, maintenance, food, tolls, possible traffic tickets, etc., 
not to mention the money people lose and bills/rent they 
have to cover when they take time off work to tour or play 
out of town), AND give John more than he asked for to keep 
Burnt Ramen going, then I don’t care about how many 
whiney brats I talk to about why $8 isn’t a lot to ask for a bill 
with four out-of-town bands. Also, have you noticed that 
often the people who complain the loudest about not having 
money to get in either live with their parents (no rent to pay!), 
drive cars (gas anybody?! Insurance?!), have expensive 
looking punk accessories (hair dye and spikes cost a ton!), 
and/or show up with a bunch of beer (or all four!)? 

Hmm seems they DO have money, but just don’t spend it 
supporting other punks. Shit. I remember paying a lot more 
than $8 to see bands like POISON IDEA back in the day and I 
was just being happy to be there, regardless of price or 
drink tickets involved. 

Leeches are the assholes of the scene, and 
quite frankly, we don't need them. The community WILL 
CONTINUE without them despite what their egos think: shows 
will go on. records will come out zines will be printed, bands 
will practice and write new songs all WITHOUT THEM. A 
funny side note about this show was that FLEAS N LICE were 
in town and came to the Burnt Ramen show and had no 
problem paying the $8 to get in and were just happy to be 
there, as opposed to some of the local whiners. People who 
tour know what’s up. I don’t want to make it sound like 
everyone at the shows were jerks, because that wasn’t the 
case at all Most people, in fact were great and totally happy 
about seeing the rad lineups both nights—no complaints at 
all It's just the asshole minority I’m talking about If you 
recognize yourself in any of that, please stop. And if you 
really don't have the money to get into a show, at the very 
least see if you can trade work for entrance. For example, 
volunteer to stay afterwards and clean up. bring the bands 
some food or whatever hookup you’ve got in exchange for 
room on their guest list or help work the door. Nothing 
wrong with that and you're still supporting as opposed to 
being an ass razor leech. Take a look at our new Tour 
Horrors” feature-after hearing about shit like that how on 
earth can anyone complain about paying a couple more 
dollars to see rad touring bands? [I m sitting here with Miles 
printint out this issue, and it turns out I forgot to include it 
Next time..-ed.] 










AMERICANS R DUMB 

Hanging around with four Swedish guys for a 
couple of weeks will quickly remind the average American 
how stupid our system is and how na ve and stupid most 
Americans are. This is nothing new, of course, but the 
conversations I had with the dashingly blonde maned Patrick, 
pretty-eyed Rodrigo, hunky Peter (aka Captain Pee Pee), and 
mysterious Magnus (Widespread Bloodshed is seriously hot!) 
about everything from health care systems, education, and 
the ability to speak more than one language were an eye 
opener. If I was a bit heartier and could take the long, dark 
winters, I think I would move to Sweden, although their 
collective emotional restraint would take some getting used 
to as I like to hug. Some other interesting things I learned 
about Swedes is that despite the fact that the country has 
spawned some great bands, it seems no one in Sweden really 
dances or goes to shows, at least in the Malmo area. 
According to Rodrigo and Peter. Swedes will go to a show just 
to watch you make mistakes. Yikes! Another interesting 
thing I learned about Swedes is that much like the Japanese, 
they don’t throw the word "love” around too much. They 
thought Voetsek was overly enthusiastic about everything ("I 
love this band! They kick ass!" or "l love this song! Turn it 
up. dude!" or "I love this beer! Beer rules!" or when really 
intoxicated. "I love you. man! Give me a hug!"), but I think 
we re pretty normal for Americans although we are kind of 
huggy with each other, come to think of it Another example 
of this emotional restraint and please note that we were all 
drunk when we had this conversation: Swedes don't love 
their friends. They like them, but they don't love them. This 
really tripped me and Scotty out According to Rodrigo. 
Swedes hate everybody and just hate their friends a little 
less, but I think that’s just negative lil' Rodrigo. Also, the 
weird bullshit chit chat conversations Americans seem to get 
into all the time with store clerks or the stranger standing 
next to you at the coffee cart don't exist in Sweden. How 
refreshing! Things seem to be very cut and dry. Someday I 
will find out for myself 


DEMO TAPES/CDRs 

At Six Weeks HQ. a really easy way to NOT get 
taken seriously for future releases is by sending a lame email 
asking us to check out your band’s MP3s. or worse yet your 
stupid fucking MySpace site. Take the time to put together a 
demo tape WITH LYRICS and some original artwork. If that’s 
too expensive, bum a CDR, but again, make a cover and 
include the LYRICS. I've talked to other friends who run 
labels, and they agree. Plus. I know it’s crazy, but people 
who run labels often have other things to do than to sit around 
downloading your stuff when your email arrives. If you send 
a demo, label folks can listen to it when they want l know 
MP3s are easy to upload and are free, but honestly, the sound 
is compressed and doesn’t do your band the justice a good 
tape or CDR wilL We actually listen to every demo we 
receive. Sometimes it takes awhile to get around to it 
between listening to music for pleasure and for reviewing 
purposes, plus our demo pile gets pretty tall (Jeff likes to 
stack them one on top of the next on our stereo in Jenga-like 
piles), but we will listen to it eventually. Some of our favorite 
releases were bands we discovered from demos that were 
mailed to us from bands you probably own records by like 
CHARLES BRONSON. THE GAIA. HOLIER THAN THOU. CRUCIAL 
UNIT, etc. I've never heard of a label putting out a release by 
a band they'd never heard of based on the band's MySpace 


account or from MP3s for that matter. So stop sending out those 
annoying emails to labels. 


KAUTSCH-ROSINSON 

It’s official! Jeff and I got hitched on August 19th and 
it was a great time. Chris Dodge did an awesome job with the 
ceremony (even my pops liked it despite the lack of prayer or 
mention of Jesus!). Chris knows us both so well and is an old.

1. How did you get Involved In punk? 

I was going to college in Santa Rosa where I saw news footage of 
the Sex Pistols in Texas and the announcer was concerned that 
they were coming to SF. I ran out the very next day to buy my 
ticket That was their last show. They were awful but The Avengers 
and The Nuns opened for them. They were awesome. I was at the 
Deaf Club the next weekend...and the Mab the next one and the 
next... I transferred to SF State Univ. and I never looked back. 


2. The first time I heard your voice, you were DJing 
on MRR radio In the 80's. How did you get started 
with that? Did your experiences w/MRR radio 
influence you in what you later did w/Mordam? 

I had been doing an "Import" radio show in Santa Rosa that 
became pretty punk/new wave. When I got to SF I immediately 
started in at the State station (I was a broadcasting major.) Not 
long after that "Harmful Emmissions" a late night show at KUSF 
started. I met those guys at a party and told them I wanted on. It 
was an awesome all night free form radio show that grew from 
the original three to eight DJs. I met Tim Yohannan when he came 
up to the studio one night and said he liked my show and would I 
join MRR Radio at KPFA too. (I continued with "Harmful 
Emmissions" for another few years.) I did radio with MRR for 
eight years as well as help produce both compilation LPS and I did 


the syndication of the radio program. Tim started the mag 
after the first comp came out I did reviews for a long time 
and was Tim’s business partner as welL I don’t think I can 
remember everyone that worked on that radio show... Ray 
Farrell Jeff Bale. Jello Biafra. Rick Stott Kent Jolly. Steve 
Spinalli... We did great radio. We had every punk band that 
came through the bay area on the show. We did hard 
topics on the show. And we played every punk record that 
was released. I recently heard that people are looking for 
tapes and are booting them and selling them on E Bay. I 
have all the masters that we used for syndication in my 
attic. I WILL BECOME A VERY RICH PERSON!! HA HA! 


5. How did working at Rough Trade Influence 
you to start Mordam? You've distributed quite 
a few of the larger indie labels over the years. 
How did you convince them (especially in the 
beginning) to go w/Mordam? A few of the 
larger Mordam labels left to sign distribution 
deals with corporate distributors, like Lookout 
and Man's Ruin. What's your take on this? 

Ray Farrell gave me my first record job at Rough Trade. 

I think l started that a week after I graduated from college. 
Rough Trade was one one of a handful of what were called 
"Import" companies at the time. Now they are called Indie 
Distros. I learned important facts about the biz like "howto 
break a record" (does anyone remember "Blue 
Monday"?...) to how to avoid paying your bills to pay 
publicists instead. I learned exactly what NOT to do. I was 
livid when I figured out that there was only an interest in 
lining their pockets rather than treating people properly. 
And this was exactly my inspiration for starting Mordam 
Records. The first two that I convinced to give me a go 
were Jello Biafra and Tim Yohannan. And genuflect - 
Biafra- is still at 

Mordam. There are a few that I couldn’t convince - like 
Southern and Dischord.... but the rest started flocking in 
because Mordam quickly became a true alternative to the 
"Import" companies. I started turning people away and that 
was where Mordam got the reputation for being picky and 
cliquish. I always wanted to work with people I respect and 
people who were serious about their efforts. A lot of the 
atmosphere in those days was to be really independent 
and alternative to corporations. It was a very anti¬ 
corporate atmosphere. There was a lot of effort into 
proving that you weren't a sell out That you believed in 
creating a real alternative to the pocket lining corporate 
culture. But in reality, people sold out then almost as much 
as people sell out now. There was just a very large and 
strong community of people opposed to it (That makes it 
different than now, I think.) Of course I have seen so many 
people "go Corporate" (- IE sell out) over the years. I totally 
understand the pull and the why. I understand the cash 
and a large corporation’s abilities over a smaller company. 
It really is different But I am so sad every time. Sometimes 
K is because I can see that in the long run they are not 
helping themselves. They are paying too high a price for 
what they perceive they will get And statistically, most faiL 
Some have been crazy successful and for them I am 
always happy. 

At other times I just feel bad for myself and the people 
I’ve worked with at Mordam. Mordam has worked with A 
LOT of really important bands and labels over the years 
and some have been gracious about communicating their 









desires and their appreciation. But most don't They don't 
thank you for the very important layer of work that happens 
inside companies the size of Mordam when that work of 
breaking bands has been successful They blame for 
mistakes and take the credit for ■victories." It is always a 
sad day at Mordam when that happens. And over the years it 
has happened more often and faster. Punk music is now 
pretty mainstream and it accepts corporate cutture more 
readily. The coming and going of labels and bands can be 
head spinning. I suppose that is a fairly jaded response. 


4. What was the reason behind MRR leaving 
Mordam? 

Hmmm MRR. I think you should really ask them about that 
Here is what I know... For about six years of Mordam’s 23 
year history, we had a policy that we wouldn't sell anything 
that was co-produced with or on a major label. It came in 
the mid '90’s - Nirvana time- when majors caught wind of 
the profitability of indie labels and stared using them to 
market their breaking bands by co-releasing songs or 
licensing vinyl to indies. By the way this is not only VERY 
common now it is considered the path to success for 
majors, indies and bands. We decided to instill this policy in 
reaction to that But by the late '90 s there was an almost 
complete turn over of staff and many labels at Mordam and 
that policy was decidedly unpopular and very hard to police. 
Some really important labels at Mordam were really upset 
about it and of course most of the magazines because we 
also didn't want to sell them with major label ads. Let me 
explain that this seems like a turn about but in reality, by the 
late '90’s business was down and majors were selling in the 
other direction. They were taking stuff out of print and 
offering to license it to indies. Many indies wanted to release 
seminal punk records and obscurities that they could do 
well with even if the 

major couldn’t So even I could see the logic of selling great 
and important records even if they had a major label license 
attached. It was that or someone else selling them or dying 
in obscurity. So we discussed it with ourselves and the 
labels and ultimately decided to undo that rule- knowing 
that MRR would be unhappy about it. For many reasons, 
undoing that rule was the absolute correct thing for Mordam 
to have done. I still believe that is true. 


5) What's your response to folks who feel that 
exclusive distribution isn't Dir? 

If a company like Mordam isn’t DIY enough for you. Don't go 
there. But don’t go to one distributor non-exclusively and 
pretend that you are DIY. Many labels claim a DIY approach 
but aren't really doing it themselves... they just aren't doing 
an exclusive deat Companies like Mordam are exclusive to 
the label for wholesale so that the label and distributor don't 
compete with each other and then they can get paid rather 
than played against each other. But companies like Mordam 
aren't really "exclusive" because they supply so many other 
wholesalers that stores and people have a broadest range 
possible in which to buy the records. Exclusive to me has 
always meant that you have to go to that one supplier to get 
the records... no one else has them. That doesn’t 
sell many records and that isn’t how Mordam functions. 


6) You've recently sold Mordam to Lumberjack. 
Why did you decide to do this? Did you have 
many offers? Why did you sell to them, as 
opposed to someone else? What are your big 
concerns regarding this union? 

I made a personal decision that I wanted to move on. I’ve 
been selling records for 25 years. And there is another 
cycle coming around in this business. It was obvious to me 
that some very critical changes needed to happen because 
business the size of Mordam -which is middle sized- are 
getting squeezed by its real competitors: major label’s 
"indie" houses like ADA. RED. CaroUne. and now Fontana or 
old school regionals like Koch and Navarre who now want a 
piece of the action. So Mordam couldn’t hang onto any bands 
or labels that tasted any amount of success because these 
other companies are perceived as more efficient at selling to 
the high end national chains and box stores that everyone 
wants their records in. I don't care how punk you are... I’ve 
worked with a lot of bands. They all want it if they can have 
it If they taste any success.... they ALWAYS want it That 
said. Mordam (and many others) had a somewhat antiquated 
way of doing this work by relying on what are in fact our 
competitors to get to those customers. The fee structure was 
unfair, and Mordam was faced with a choice to either get 
bigger and be a full service indie distro company the size of 
say Koch or Navarre (but better!) or get smaller and return to 
a small distro. So- here I am. Tired and a bit beat up by this 
business even though there are still so many great bands 
and labels and people and shows... but what to do? So I 
decided to try to find someone who was younger, had newer 
approaches with a punk sensibility, who had the ambition to 
do what needed to happen. I talked to a couple dozen people 
in the business that I admire. I had ...say., six interested. 
Three seriously interested. One buyer. 

I approached Dirk last spring because Lumberjack had 
originally been modeled after Mordam. We'd been friendly 
competitors. We were of similar size. He's been successful 
for many years. He totally understands the distribution 
business. His company is pretty darn punk. And the 
marriage of these two companies attracted me because if he 
is ambitious enough (and he is!) he can make this transition 
into the next era happen. In fact if he is successful with the 
vision that he has now, he can do what I think needs to 
happen AND he can go one further and become better than 
all those other major companies by being truly full service- 
sell the smallest punk record to the biggest indie records.... 
in house, independently. That is important because when 
labels leave Mordam for say ADA. Koch or RED all of the 
benefit is for the bigger bands, the smaller bands always 
suffer. 

I want to sidetrack for a minute. There seems to be a 
misunderstanding happening with some of the punk labels 
at Mordam. so I am sure elsewhere, that Dirk's changing 
warehouses from Caroline (EMI) to WEA for chain accounts 
is too much major label interaction. But in reality what he is 
doing is actually the opposite. He is aiming to have less 
major label dependence which is exactly the right thing to 
do. He is bringing the sales for those chains into Mordam 
and Lumberjack. He can do that by using any large 
recognized warehouse system that works best 

I am so impressed that he has already set up the 
warehouse at WEA. It would have taken me forever to 
accomplish thatlt is the opportunity I would be out looking 
for if I still had the energy. 

So this is the way it worked out I'm glad. He is taking on 
an enormous task. I respect him so much for it. And am 


hoping that he is successfuL 


7) How are labels selected to be part of the 
Mordam family? How will this change now with 
Lumberjack taking over? 

We always reviewed labels, looked for certain criteria, and 
then had a democratic 2/3rds vote before bringing in labels. 
In the last few years we found that we needed to act faster so 
often if it was a no brainer I’d just try to get the label without 
a vote. You'll have to ask Lumberjack how and if they plan on 
changing that. 


6) You've been involved in the punk community 
for many years. What are some of the best 
shows you've seen? Who are some of your 
favorite bands, past and present? 

Hmmmm crap this may take all day: Tuxedomoon at the Deaf 
Club; Circle Jerks at 10th St Hall Gang of Four at Valentia St 
Center; The Specials at The Warfield; Minor Threat at Tool and 
Die; Flipper at Target Dead Kennedys, Dicks and BGK at the 
democratic convention 1984; Husker Du at Day on the Dirt 
Butthole Surfers at the Mab; Chumbawunba at Epicenter; Le 
Tigre at Great American Music Halt Feederz at Gilman St no 
Means no at The Farm; Rhythm Pigs at that dive on 3rd St I 
can’t remember the name of; Yard Trauma at the Swedish 
American Halt AntiFlag at Olympic Theater. Damn...this is 
starting to be too much work, there are too many. I've seen 
so many shows but not as many in the last few years. I love 
all kinds of music. 


9) Tell us some stories about the punk 
celebrities you've worked with over the years! 

I will not name names. (At least not with a lot more alcohoL) 


10) What will you miss the most, now that you're 
leaving Mordam? What's next for Ruth Schwartz? 
Will you continue to involve yourself In music? 

I miss the people who work at Mordam the most I also miss 
many of the label people that I love. Although I am sure I will 
still see some of them. I am not sure what is next This is a 
major mid-life crisis that I am having and enjoying the hell 
out of. All I can say is that I will love the next thing too... when 
I think of what it is. I really don't want anything to do with the 
entertainment and music business anymore. I just want to be 
a consumer. I just want to listen and love it all again. 

Although I’ve been thinking about volunteering at my local 
arts center.... you never know what might happen.

KRIGSHOT, WOLF BRIGADE, MASSGRAV etc. and since Sweden had way more to offer than, say, ANTI-CIMEX, HEADCLEANERS 
(a.k.a. HUVUDTVATT), MOB 47, ASTA KASK, CRUDE S.S., ASOCIAL, D.T.A.L., MODERAT LIKVIDATION, TOTALITAR, NO 
SECURITY, G-ANX, THE BRISTLES, RAPED TEENAGERS, and so forth, I’m going to chat about the (hopefully not) lesser known, but 
of course awesome “o.o.o.” (old, odd, obscure) crews out of the freezing cold of Northern Europe. Are you ready to rumble? Cool. “Less talk, 
more rock” - let’s go!!

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ANTI-BOFORS - “s/t” 7” 8 tracks / No Records / 1991 

Okay, let’s start this article with ANTI-BOFORS, who, concentration ladies and gentlemen, were the predecessor 
of the mighty DISFEAR (certainly waaay before the latter unit infiltrated their songs with a MOTORHEAD-esque 
wall of sound)!! Now, most probably you’re asking me to prove this hypothesis, so here’re the confirmations 
that will make you want to get this 7’’ immediately: 1.) The only difference between ANTI-BOFORS’ line-up and 
the early DISFEAR team is the soloist (ANTI-BOFORS = Henke; DISFEAR = Jeppe) and 2.) the first DISFEAR 
record, the “s/t” 7” from ’92, came out on No Records, too (ANTI-BOFORS = No Records # 001; DISFEAR = No 
Records # 002). Yo!! Speaking about ANTI-BOFORS’ music(k)ness: Every time I’m spinning this pearl, I’m going 
apeshit, because this quartett constantly overruns me with a from tip to toe almost rapid-fire, enormously force¬ 
ful, brutal, d-beat ridden crustcore inferno that lives from Henke's husky, earsplitting vox. CRUDE S.S., NO 
SECURITY and, needless to say, primitive DISFEAR all rolled into one - fucken A+!! This relentless miniature bastard (a lyric sheet 
should be integrated) wasn't repressed or bootlegged and that's a shame since it will blow out your brain with crucial crust to the frig- 




BOMBANFALL - “s/t” 7” 6 tracks / Self released / 1984 

To some extent BOMBANFALL are sort of mysterious cuz it seems many folks are mislead when it comes to 
the name of this mob. Several times I was told from different people that BOMBANFALL’s moniker is TWO 
MOONS RISING as this apparently is stated somewhere on the sleeve. Hhmmm, my copy doesn’t include 
such things (as well as the lyrics...), so most probably this disc was re-released... However, this same titled 
platter, which, by the way, every now and then is characterized as the “Asiktsfrihet“ 7“ (= the first track), pro¬ 
vides raw hammering, extremely uncompromising and wholly thundering Swedecore that encloses a deep, 
throaty barking madman at the microphone who spits out gallons of venomous poison! If you enjoy hordes 
like for example TOTALITAR and S.O.D. (obviously I’m babbling about SOUND OF DISASTER), chances are 
more than good that BOMBANFALL will be right up your alley! On a side note: I picked up rumors that this 
version of this 7” is limited to solely 300 items - I don’t have the trace of a plot if this is true or not, but if you're one of those eBay 
junkies, sell your grandma in order to purchase this piece of vinyl. Or better, try to find the “Hard Core Elitserien Vol. 1“ comp. LP 
(Bootleg / 2000 / 500 made) because next to the ABSURD “Blodig stad“ 7“, the EXISTENZ “Listen!" 7“, the S.O.D “Sound of disas¬ 
ter" 7“ plus both DISARM 7“es (“Domd“ and “Regerings stodda mord“), this fucker features BOMBANFALL’s astonishing masterpiece!! 


MOTORJOKE - “Pinnen rullar till Peking” 7” 5 tracks / Massproduktion Records / 1985 

I’m not acquainted with too much about MOTORJOKE, but what I know is that this EP is fine - at least in my 
humble opinion. The first side of the coin presents not too swift, yet powerful in addition to relatively harmo¬ 
nious, guitar driven punkrock, but on the rear MOTORJOKE come up with quicker, more aggressive compositions 
that, at times, have a significant d-beat influence for sure (listen to “Kramp” or “Hastrock” and it’s evident what 
I’m jabbering about). To me, the tuneful singing parts of MOTORJOKE over some crushing d-beat shit crashes 
way superior than the initial surface, but that, of course, only lies in the ear of the beholder. Later, MOTORJOKE 
also put out a LP (forgot the title...), but since I heard that it carries more or less merely new wavey crap, I never 
felt the need to get hold of it. Anyhoo, this EP, which’s libretto is printed on the backside of the envelope, is 


SIGHSTENS GRANNAR - "Den moderna tiden” 7” 4 tracks / Arda Records / 1989 

I'm a honest person and therefore I've to declare that if a friend wouldn’t have send me this EP (free of 
charge, thanks a million buddy!) a couple of months ago, I unquestionably would've never ever heard any¬ 
thing about SIGHSTENS GRANNAR. You’re correct indeed: This is neither the best introduction for a review 
nor it stands for that I’m an expert when it comes to this troop, but trust me, they're worth your attention. 
Whatever, in opposite to the blistering hardcore of most Swedish gangs, SIGHTSTENS GRANNAR dished up 
midpaced to uptempo, entirely melodic, driving punkrock with a catchy as fuck singer - nothing more, noth¬ 
ing less. This single completely reminds me of the mighty ASTA KASK, which means that if someone 
would've played these four anthems to me without telling me who's reaching me from the speakers, I defi¬ 
nitely would’ve whispered “ASTA KASK”. Yes, this quartet is really that amazing!! SIGHSTENS GRANNAR 
also put out a second 7” called “Losa forbindelser”, but until now I wasn’t lucky enough to hunt it down. Does anyone own a spare 
copy? If so, get in touch! If not, I’ve to waste my time with this gem that wasn't repressed or bootlegged and doesn’t contain a lyric 
sheet or other inserts... 















GIBBED - “Eternal life” 7” flexi 6 tracks / Sound Of Burial Records / 1990 

Since Sound Of Burial Records was the label of Tottsuan, the unfortunately deceased songster of the almighty 
S.O.B., it’s obvious that GIBBED don't fuck around. On their one and only effort, GIBBED describe themselves 

as “Grinding death metal” - where's the line I can put my signature on? Oh yeah, here it is:_Loser_!! From 

start to finish, this puppy destroys whole capitals with nothing but rapid-fire, unrelenting plus completely 
vicious death metal infiltrated grindcore or grindcore prejudiced death metal - this explanation is positioned 
just in the eye of the beholder - which contains low growling, guttural vokills. The production may be a little bit 
thin, but come on, this is a flexi and in addition to this, you finally can check out if your stereo is as loud as 
the salesman promised! Bearing in mind that I personally enjoy “Eternal life” (expressions are included) a lot, 
it was a pleasant omen to witness GIBBED’s homicidal funeral “Slaughtered” on the “Son of bllleeeeaaauuur- 
rrrgghhh!“ comp. 7“ (Slap A Ham Records / 1992 / this chopper also compiles INTENSE DEGREE, CAPITALIST CASUALTIES, DICKTA- 
TOR, DISRUPT, SKIMMED, RUPTURE, PURGATIVE KLYSTER, PLUTOCRACY, CRIPPLE BASTARDS, BUKA, T.M.R, TRAITOR, SARCASM, 
PUTRID OFFAL, EXTREME SMOKE, SLAVE STATE, SUPURATION, MACABRE, HIATUS, A.M., ARSE DESTROYER, ARNES PLASTHJARNA, 
AUDIOSTENCH, SOCKEYE, ROTTREVORE, DISCHANGE, MAN IS THE BASTARD, CROSSED OUT, CRAZY FUCKED UP DAILY LIFE, CUM 
DUMPSTER, TT-TASK, DEBILANA, PHOBIA, DESTROY, BRUTAL PERSONAL, RESIST, DUH, GUILLOTINE TERROR, PATARENI, EGGS, 

I.A.H., FILTHY CHARITY, CEMETARIUM, T.E.K., TOXIC NOISE, RINGWORM, MELVINS, B.G.T., PHLEGM, JUMP BACK JESUS, INTESTINAL

recorded on 09.01.1991, already appeared on the “Eternal life” 7” flexi - only “Brain mutilation” is missing!). If I remember in the 
approved manner, unluckily that's all which is available from this mobile terror squad!! 


JOKER BOYS - “Wonderful Rock'nRoll” 7” 4 tracks / Kings World Records / 1987 

To tell the truth from the beginning: The JOKER BOYS were such mysterious that nearly no one is cognizant of 
them - not even with their epithet. A pal informed me that these guys came out of the THE SWANKYS angle, 
.^*1but when I compared the names of members to the THE SWANKYS characters, I couldn't find any connection. 

Whatever, as the JOKER BOYS more or less are reminiscent of the most (!!) sloppy TOY DOLLS material and 
THE SWANKYS thank the TOY DOLLS on their “This is my lifestyle!” 7” (KPP Records / 1985), I guess this 
- cwy *Mi rumor could be true. No matter what, on their unique attempt the JOKER BOYS served midpaced, snotty as 

Ma&m fuck punkrock with utterly hilarious vocals - precisely the kind of stuff the TOY DOLLS made available about a 
shitload of years ago. I'm sure that hardcore purists don't want to listen to this EP (where are the lyrics??), but 
I suppose it fucking swings!! 


I DEAD LINE! 


JUDEN SOUCHI 

% “Dead line” 7” flexi 5 tracks / Half Alive Records / 1985 

% “Voice of fight” 8” 6 tracks / Charge Records / 1987 

When they were alive and active, JUDEN SOUCHI were never that popular since for them counts exactly the 
same as I wrote about JANKY within my column for # 12, but when I'm spinning these two records due to the 
simple reason that JUDEN SOUCHI wholly rage, I'm a lucky dude!! Hell yeah, the “Dead line” 7” flexi offers 
dynamic and absolutely energetic, yet indisputably remarkable hardcorepunk with gruff, impressive vocal 
attacks. While typing these lines, I’m listening to this jewel the fifth time in a row, so you know “Dead line”, 
which doesn't include a lyric sheet, delivers only top-notch quality and next to this, 
every song (especially “Nuclear arms”) is an excellent anthem!! Incidentally: This mas¬ 
terpiece was bootlegged on the “You can set the Dove free... but what about the Hawk - a Japanese compila- 






tion“ sampler LP (Bootleg / 1994) along with the SO WHAT “Injustice" 8“ flexi (5 tracks / D.I.S. Records / 
1985), the THE SEXUAL “The last days” 7” flexi (6 tracks / Kochi Records / 1985 / 1.000 made) as well as 
with the CROW “Who killed dove?“ 7“ (4 tracks / Crow Records / 1984 / 1.000 made)!! After this unforgettable

Ya ever heard of LANCE LOT? Sure you have, because this is an ancient knight out of the “King Arthur” saga who 
used to fall in love (fuck?) the king’s wife, so if they didn't die, they still live... Beside of this, LANCE LOT were obvi¬ 
ously an irresistible unit from Japan, who put out one hell of a flexi! “Eat the dream!!” (there's no libretto integrat¬ 
ed) delivers hasty, kinda noisy and full-blown straightforward, by hook or by crook, catchy hardcorepunk with hoarse 
screaming singing parts and while LANCE LOT never got that famous like other groups of this epoch (I’m speaking 
about legends in the vein of GHOUL, DISARRAY, CRIME, KIKEIJI, CROW, DEADLESS MUSS or ANTI SEPTIC), they 
indisputably played in a league of their own! This skeletal piece of vinyl - always keep in mind: Flexis aren't that 
thick! - rocks like there’s no tomorrow!!

SHITLICKERS - “Cracked copskulls” 7" 4 tracks / Malign Massacre Records / 1982 

Ohmigod - every time I'm spinning the SHITLICKERS I'm nearly cumming and believe me, I listen to their 
petite output a lot. In no doubt, I feel awful about jerking off in front of my stereo, but what should I do? 
I'm a SKITSLICKERS addict... Jokes aside, the “Cracked copskulls" 7” offers some of the most excellent, 
relentless Swedish noise that ever was nailed into two sides of plastic, punctuation mark! That being said, 
“Cracked copskulls” delivers nothing but fast (at least for the year of ’82), ultra abrasive and rude, rudi¬ 
mentary hardcore that's full of unadulterated hoarse screams and gruff growls. Hell, every cut on this 
weapon (“War system", “Sprackta snutskallar" [alias “Cracked copskulls"], “Leader [of the fuckin’ ass¬ 
holes]”, “Armed revolution") is a fucking classic - hugh, Loser spoke!! To what I’m aware of is that there 
exist two editions: While one has a white cover (no lyrics, inserts, etc. included) and “export only" printed 
on the front (check out the picture; gossips articulate that no more than 200 duplicates were made - I 
dunno), the alternative should have a black shroud. I didn't see the latter type thus far, consequently I’m not sure... Nonetheless, in 
'94, the “Cracked copskulls" 7" was bootlegged on the second surface of the ANTI-CIMEX / SHITLICKERS split 7" (the first face 
brings ANTI-CIMEX’ “Anarkist attack” 7" into your household and if I believe the tittle-tattle, because of this replica, the SHITLICK¬ 
ERS’ vocalist was so pissed off that he spewed out death threats [literally] against the guy who did it...) and in ’97, Distortion 
Records threw this work of art onto the “1982" picture MLR Yep, a mini-LP with maybe five minutes of face shredding ditties cer¬ 
tainly is a waste of natural resources and as a result, SKITSLICKERS' second 7” (that puppy never saw the light of day!!) was 
attached on the flipside. These four funerals (“Silence", “Desperate scream from the heat", “The night of the holocaust", “No sys¬ 
tem works”) simply must be compared to the merciless assaults of the “Cracked copskulls" 7” - prepare to shit your pants! 

On their one and only effort, SNOBB-SLAKT donated simple, but more often than not utterly speedy, rasping 
plus somewhat hostile, straightforward hardcore with an extra snotty shouter, who raved against everything 
and everyone who toddled on his nerves. Well, my Swedish is not the best, but from what I understand out of | 
the lyrics which are printed inside of the fold out wrapping, this foursome was totally angry. Back in '93, 
Distortion Records released the gigantic “Varning! For Punk" comp. 3x CD boxset (memo: All three CDs were 
sold separately, too!), that features, next to lots of hooligans like REKLAMATION, SOTLIMPA, INGE VAL, 

D.N.A., ANTI POSORERNA, ANTI-CIMEX, JESUS NJURE, MISSBRUKARNA, NONCENS, WC (ESKILSTUNA), 

ETT ACKORD, AVSKUM, DIABLESSE GRUPP 6, TERROR POR D.T.A.L., TROJNE, SLASKFITTORNA, TROGSTA 
TRASK, ROVSVETT, SPY, HUVUDTVATT, ASTA KASK, TA.S.K., ERNST AND THE EDSHOLM REBELS, NYX NEG- 
ATIV, T.S.T., OROLIGA KALKONER, GODS OF MASTURBATION, WAX, STURES MJALL, SUNE STUDS OCH GRONLANDSROCKARNA, 
lEXISTENZ, DESTROY, AB HJARNTVETT, SIXTEN REDLOS, MESK, ROLF & REVOLTORERNA, P-NISSARNA, SUBWAY ARMY, MODERAT 
LIKVIDATION, SWANKERS PMS, MOB 47, PRODUCT ASSAR, THE BRISTLES, KURT I KUVOS, ARROGANTA AGITATORER, STREG- 
BANK, DISARM, KATASTROF, PUKE, LOBOTOMI and SVEA RIKES HJALTAR, four more SNOBB-SLAKT songs, but since I affirmed 
before that my skills in translating the Swedish language into passable German or English equals zero, I don’t have a fucking clue 
vhere these tunes appeared first. Anyway, on this same titled EP, SNOBB-SLAKT were on fire with hatefilled, outraged punk the way it| 
vas meant to be played more than 2 decades ago, so I cannot recommend this magnum opus, that unfortunately never got the re¬ 
issue or bootleg treatment, enough.

After all these 
years, in spite of everything, SVENSSONS SLAVAR impress (me) with kinda strange intros, then they switch 
into some not too quick to blazing hardcorepunk that is crammed with sweet, remarkable melodies and next 
to this, their snot-nosed singer makes me want to chant along. Man, if there was a lyric sheet, for sure I 
would’ve learned the words with the intention of disgracefully freaking out. These 5 knocks are outstanding 
and it's really embarrassing that SVENSSONS SLAVAR didn’t receive the gratitude they indisputably 
deserved!!

I bet that this sampler LP has something for everyone since it sets free various styles of the echoes we’re all 
craving for. Do you get satisfaction out of striking, unsophisticated punkrock? Then, by any means, investigate 
SABOTAGE 81, LIVIN' SACRIFICE, ADRENALIN, ROLANDS GOSSKOR, HJARNDOD and ASTA KASK. Or do you 
benefit from vicious, critical early ‘80’s hardcore? In this case, “Vagra For Helvete" amuses you with SUNE 
STUDS OCH GRONLANDSROCKARNA, ANTI-CIMEX, DNA as well as NYX NEGATIV. Rely on me, this complica¬ 
tion LR that broadcasts a healthy mix of melodies and ferocity, doesn't tolerate any fillers cuz every crew eas¬ 
ily kills!! If I remember right, “Vagra For Helvete" was re-released or bootlegged a few years ago, but since 
I’m getting more and more senile recently, don’t nail me onto a cross if I’m wrong...

Punk Quilting 


For years I had heard people 
say that they were collecting 
patches to make a quilt, even 
thinking that one day I might 
try it. However, it never 
crossed my mind to use punk t- 
shirts for sewing and crafts 
until my girlfriend informed 
me that I had 190 t-shirts, 
which basically implied that 
I should start looking for 
something to do with them. I 
started by experimenting with 
a Damad shirt, sewing a ba¬ 
sic stitch to block off the 
neck and arm holes, filling 
it with stuffing, and sew¬ 
ing it closed. It sucked. At 
that point I called my mom and 
asked for advice, which she 
gave plenty of. The following 
instructions have gone through 
several stages, and have been 
refined to a point so as to be 
fairly easy and quick, with 
the goal being for the final 
product to look good and be 
functional. I am by no means 
a pro at sewing or crafts, but 
I do have a sewing machine, 
several old shirts, and an 


insatiable urge to make stuff. 
So if you too have that urge 
to decorate in memories and 
recyclable punk history, then 
I think you will find that 
the only thing stopping you 
is how many shirts you can 
come by. On a final opening 
note: I wrote these direc¬ 
tions for people that know as 
much as I knew when I started 
doing these projects... rudi¬ 
mentary sewing skills. So if 
you don’t have these skills, 
jump on a sewing machine with 
a piece of material and have 
someone help you sew something 
simple like a standard pil¬ 
lowcase. Learn lock stitches, 
how to space your needle from 
the edge of the fabric, how to 
iron seams, and probably how 
to wind a bobbin. With this 
information, you should be 
ready to add that Minor Threat 
pillow to your sofa, and with 
some practice, you could even 
put a frilly edge on it that 
might even make Ian smile... 






Make a T-Shirt Pillow 


Pillow9 are fun and simple, probably 
taking less than two hours from start to 
finish, and probably closer to an hour 
when you get used to it. If you aren’t 
super confident in your skills, definite¬ 
ly 9tart with a pillow before a quilt, 
and probably with a shirt that won't make 
you want to junp out the window if it 
doesn't turn out perfect. 

Step one - Get the shit that you 

need, which basically means fusible in¬ 
terfacing, an iron, an ironing surface, 
an ironing cloth, a sewing machine, pins, 
thread that matches your shirt, a pillow- 
insert, and a zipper that matches your 
9hirt. 

Fusible interfacing - The integral part 
to either of these projects, it is ironed 
to the inside of the t-shirt to give it 
body and make it easy to work with. You 
get thi9 from the fabric store; a half 
a yard should be enough for one pillow 
made from the front and back of a shirt. 

I usually get a medium weight interfac¬ 
ing because I want my pillows to look 
good and last long, but a light weight 
interfacing will make your material easy 
to work with and your pillow a little 
softer. 

Iron - Very important for sewing in gen¬ 
eral, especially now, because the mo 9 t 
time-consuming part of these projects i 9 
ironing the interfacing on the t-9hirt. 

Ironing Surface - Some people might think 
I'm not giving people enough credit by 
mentioning this, but I know that I didn't 
have an ironing surface when I started 
and I ended up using concrete and tile, 
which sucks. You want a smooth, flat 
surface that will accept a little heat. 

An ironing board is perfect, but I was 
unwilling to buy one, so I took a 20" x 
20" piece of particle board (very smooth, 
no pits or grain structure) and cov¬ 
ered it with a basic cotton material and 
secured it with duct tape on the back. 
Don't use glue or any adhesive on the 
actual part you will be ironing. My mom 
thinks there should be a light padding 
between the material and the board, but 
my contraption has worked fine for me. 

So maybe add a thin layer of padding (a 
towel or extra cotton material maybe?) if 
you have it...mom said so... 

Ironing cloth - This is just a piece of 
material, probably a durable but light 
cotton weave cut large enough to cover 
your interfacing, 20" x 20" should be 
more than sufficient. Thi9 will be used 
to put on your interfacing, but should 
always be put between an iron and a shirt 
if you iron your shirt with a screened 
design face op ('cause the ink will stick 
to the iron otherwise). 


Sewing machine - I guess you don't have 
to use one if you have a bunch of extra 
time on your hands and you want to do it 
by hand...otherwise, procure one. 


what the width of your pillow insert is, 
probably either l4" or 12" and subtract 
2" from that (or even 4" if you want, 
since the pillow inserts squish pretty 
easy). So, a 12" (or 10") zipper for a 
l4" pillow and a 10" (or 8") zipper for a 
12" x 16" pillow. Pretty simple. 


Zipper - You need to 
decide how big your 
pillow is going to 
be before you pick 
a zipper. Find out

Step two - Get the shirt ready to 
accept interfacing. I like to use both 
9ides of a two sided shirt to make a 
front and back to the pillow, so grab the 
shirt by the shoulder seam and make it 
as flat and even as possible. Cut the 
shirt up the left and right side9 all 
the way to the shoulder, going as close 
to the seam where the sleeve is as pos¬ 
sible. This is going to be your least 
wide point, so you want to make sure it 
is wide enough to make your pillow (your 
pillow width at least one inch). Cut 
across the shoulders and cut out the 
thick material at the neck, but cut as 
close to the seam as possible. Many 
screen printers believe that three or 
four finger widths from the neck is the 
perfect place for the top of the print, 
thi9 however doesn't give us much room 
to center our print on our pillow, so 


Pins - Pins hold stuff together so that 
you don't have to try and keep things 
lined up while 9ewing. 


Thread - You would think that I wouldn't 
need to 9ay anything about this, but I 
myself got paranoid about making extra¬ 
strong pillows and used an upholstery 
thread...don't do this, it doesn't pull 
tight and looks messy. One 9pool of an 
all-purpose thread that matches your 
shirt 9hould be good. 


Pillow - You need to decide how big your 
finished pillow i9 going to be before you 
pick out the pillow-insert you actually 
put inside the cover. Standard pillow- 
insert sizes are usually like l4" x l4", 
l6" x l6", 12" x 16", and a few others. 
These three sizes should be satisfac¬ 
tory for what most people will do. I 
highly recommend using a pillow insert, 
as stuffing com¬ 
monly produces lumps 
and lopsidedness. 

Pillow-inserts are 
also easy to re¬ 
place since we are 
putting in a zip¬ 
per. To decide the 
size of pillow you 
need, measure the 
length and width of 
the screen on the 
front and back of 
the shirt. If the 
picture on the shirt 
i9 no more than l4" 
x l4", go with that 
size pillow. Most 
shirts will fit into 
that group unless 
the print is longer, 
which is common, so 
if your print is 
10" x 15" on the 
front, go with a 12" 
x l6". Don't just 
decide that you want 
a big pillow though, 

'cause medium, 
small, and youth 
size shirts often 
have just enough 
material to make the 
15" x 15" squares 
you need to make a 
14" pillow. 















give yourself as much material as you 
can to work with. From this point on we 
will refer to the side of a shirt with 
a print the face, and the side of that 
piece without the print (originally the 
inside of the shirt) as the back, regard¬ 
less of which side of your pillow that 
shirt piece is ultimately going to be. 

With that in mind take either shirt piece 
and place it face down on your ironing 
surface. Iron the shirt to take out the 
wrinkles. 

Step three - Ironing on the 

interfacing. Cut out a piece of inter¬ 
facing that is larger than the piece of 
shirt that you need to work with. When 
you cut your pieces out they need to be 
the size of your pillow plus one inch, so 
your shirt piece for a l4" pillow will be 
15 ", so your interfacing at this point 
needs to be an inch or two larger than 
that to give you room for mistakes, so 
your interfacing piece for a l4" pillow 
should be l6" or 17" • Place the inter¬ 
facing bumpy side down (smooth side up) 
on the back of the shirt. Cover the area 
of where the print is (guessing as best 
you can since the print is face down) 
centering it as best you can. I usually 
let the interfacing go a little above 
where the neck was cut just because you 
want to have as much material there to 
work with as possible. Wet your ironing 
cloth and squeeze out the excess water 
until it is damp (not dripping). With 
your interfacing in place, lay the danp 
ironing cloth on top of the interfacing 
and smooth it out making sure it cov¬ 
ers the entire piece. Now use the iron 
(probably set to a moderately high cot¬ 
ton setting) and press each place on the 
interfacing for 10 to 15 seconds. Do not 
move the iron around or try to heat the 
entire piece at once; iron each place 
one at a time making sure not to miss 
any spots. You can see where you've 
ironed because the cloth will be dry in 
that spot. There may be some guesswork 
here since you cannot see the interfac¬ 
ing, but if you're not sure you ironed 
the entire piece, check the edges of the 
interfacing to see if they are adhered 
to the t-shirt. If not, just repeat the 
process in those spots. Do not place the 
iron directly on the interfacing since it 
might melt to the iron. 

Step Four - Cutting out your shirt 

pieces. As I've said, your workable 
pieces need to be the size of your pil¬ 
low plus one inch each direction. For a 
14" x l4'» pillow, you need to cut your 
pieces out at 15" x 15" • Sometimes this 
step can be frustrating because your 
shirt might be black so it is hard to 
look at the print, center it, and draw an 
outline. I usually use a tracing square: 
a piece of cardboard or paper cut to the 
size I need, like 15" x 15". In such a 
case, I would take a tracing square and 


line it up over your print, centering 
as best you can. Use a marker to trace 
around the square. For any shirt but a 
really dark one, you should be ready to 
cut out your shirt piece. If the shirt 
is dark and you can't see the marker, 
mark the corners of the square with pins, 
flip the shirt over and do your best to 
line op the square centered over the 
print, using the pins to mark the cor¬ 
ners. Trace the square on the interfac¬ 
ing with a marker or pen. Regardless of 
which side you traced your square on, you 
are ready to cut out your shirt piece. 

Cut on the inside of your traced lines. 

At this point you should have a nice 
looking t-shirt piece with print on the 
front and the interfacing on the back. 

SIDE NOTE: At this point, the shirt print 
you have is smooth, flat, and has decent 
body to it. You can take one of these 
and frame it making a very nice wall dec¬ 
oration. You can even go back a little 
and cut the piece out to the frame size 
you want. Shirt pieces at this stage 
also make good patches. 

Step Five - Putting in the zipper. 
This is the most difficult part, but once 
this is accomplished you're almost done. 
As I said above, your zipper should be 
either 2", 3", or 4" shorter than the 
width of your pillow insert. So for our 
l4» pillow we will use a 12" zipper. 

Start by putting your shirt pieces to¬ 
gether with the fronts facing each other. 
You probably want to make sure that both 
of the prints are "top up" when you place 
them together. Line them up so the edges 
match and pin them at the bottoms (what 
will be the bottom of the pillow when 
you're done). This is where you will at¬ 
tach the zipper, which ultimately puts it 
at the bottom of the pillow so it doesn't 
really show. Take your zipper and lay it 
on the shirt pieces at the bottom, mak¬ 
ing sure to center it. With it centered, 
mark the shirt piece (with a marker or 
pen) at each end where the metal of the 
zipper starts. Lay the zipper aside for 
now, and with your piece marked go to the 
sewing machine. Leaving about a half¬ 
inch seam, sew a stitch (lock all your 
stitches at beginning and end from here 
on) from the edge to about an eighth-inch 
past your mark on that side. Do the same 
on the other end with the other mark. 

Now the two shirt pieces are stitched 
together at the bottom on the left and 
right. Lay the piece (now one piece 
since it is stitched together) open with 
both prints facing down on your ironing 
surface. Use your ironing cloth if need 
be to cover the interfacing, and iron 
the seam open with the excess materials 
pointing away from each other. Press the 
seam down good so it doesn't give you 
trouble while you pin and stitch the zip¬ 
per down. Place the zipper on the seams 
face down and center it. Pin the zip¬ 


per down using several pins all the way 
around. Stitching the zipper down usu¬ 
ally takes some finagling and creativity. 
You will probably have to unzip and zip 
the zipper once or twice to position the 
head of zipper in places where it does 
not impede the foot or needle of your 
sewing machine. With this is mind, use 
your sewing machine and stitch the zipper 
down all the way around. I usually start 
at one end and do the short stitch verti¬ 
cal to the zipper to help keep the end 
stable. I then raise the foot on my ma¬ 
chine with the needle down and rotate the 
piece so that I can continue my stitch 
down the side, letting the foot on my 
sewing machine slide next to the zipper. 
Remove the pins as you go making sure not 
to sew over them. Once I have stitched 
all the way around, I usually try to lay 
another line of stitching horizontal to 
the zipper on each side, but closer to 
the zipper, usually requiring the foot of 
the sewing machine to ride on top of the 
zipper. Now that the zipper is complete¬ 
ly stitched down, remove the piece from 
the sewing machine and trim your extra 
thread ends. 

Step Six - Open the zipper. This 
i 9 so important that I gave it a step of 
its own. Open the zipper and leave it 
open. If you do not open the zipper now, 
you will sew the rest of the pillow cover 
shut and not be able to put your pillow- 
insert inside. 

Step Seven - Sew the rest of the pillow- 
cover. Start by pinning the other three 
sides together all the way around. Start 
at the seam of the side that has already 
been sewn and work your way op, making 
sure that you are lining the pieces up 
smoothly and not leaving any gaps. Once 
the pieces are pinned together, take them 
to the sewing machine. Start at one 
end and stitch all the way around. I 
like to lock stitch my corners for extra 
strength, but it doesn't really matter. 

Step Eight - Finishing. At this point 
you're pretty much done. If you have a 
serger you can serge the edges, other¬ 
wise, turn the pillow-cover right side 
out through the zipper. I like to use 
my fingertips to poke the corners out as 
much as possible. I also like to iron my 
seams to make them look crisp, but that 
is personal opinion. Squish your pillow 
insert and put it in the cover, making 
sure to reach up in and pull the cor¬ 
ners up into position. Zip it shut and 
realize why "punk" doesn't have to be a 
synonym for shabby or half-assed! 






Make a T-Shirt Qjiilt 


Quilts from old punk shirts are possibly 
one of the coolest projects I can think 
of. Practical, useful, fun to make, fun 
to show off, fun to enjoy; what more 
could you want? Qpllts are definitely a 
time consuming project that will not be 
done in a day, especially bigger ones, 
but there is quite a feeling of satis¬ 
faction when you’re done. 

Step Zero - Planning. There is 
much more planning involved with a quilt 
than with a pillow. As you will see, steps 
one through four are the same with a quilt 
and a pillow, only with a quilt you will be 
doing those steps sixteen, forty, or maybe 
even seventy times. Of the two quilts pic¬ 
tured, the one on the wall is sixteen shirt 
pieces and about 4 feet wide by four and a 
half feet long, the one on the bed is 7S 
shirt pieces and is 100” by 102”. 

The materials involved are much the same. 
You don’t need pillow inserts or zippers, 
but you do need a backing material and most 
likely a binding. 

Backing material - Material you sew to the 
"back”, or underside, of your quilt to 
make it useable and comfortable. I sug¬ 
gest using a quilted backing or pre-quilted 
fabric, basically a material with padding 
already attached so that you don't need to 
add a layer of padding between the front 
and back pieces. This simply makes assem¬ 
bling your quilt easier. 

Binding - A strip of material sewn to the 
edge of the quilt all the way around to 
hide the unfinished edges of your quilt. 
This basically works like a frame for your 
quilt to make all aspects of it look nice. 
Although the binding is just material 
folded in half with edges folded under and 
ironed, you can buy it in fabric stores to 
save you time. The binding on the small 
quilt pictured was purchased, the binding 
on the large quilt pictured was hand made. 
You can really make this choice on your 
own. If you choose to make your own bind¬ 
ing, there are tools that you can get from 
a fabric store to help make the process 
easier. 

The true planning comes with an under¬ 
standing that it is easier to make your 
quilt look nice if you don't attenpt to 
have four corners from four t-shirt pieces 
meet. The truth behind this is that it is 
really hard (with waaaay more planning) to 
really make all of these types of corners 
to meet flush, therefore giving your quilt 
a somewhat sloppy look when some match up 
and some don't. This can be avoided by 
making your shirt pieces different sizes 
and trying to avoid the meeting of four 
corners. I suggest planning to sew several 
"columns” of shirt pieces and then sewing 
those columns together. The columns don't 
need to be the same width, but should be 
the same length to make your edges match 
up. I would figure out how wide you want 
your quilt, then figure out how many col¬ 


umns that will be and the width of each. 
This will depend somewhat on the widths of 
your t-shirt prints. Once you figure out 
how many columns you are going to use, you 
should decide on a target length for each 
of these columns. When you have a target 
length to shoot for, you can measure the 
lengths of your shirts and create a pat¬ 
tern that will allow the different columns 
to have varying numbers of shirt pieces at 
different lengths, but ultimately have the 
columns all the same length. Example: The 
quilt hanging on the wall is sixteen shirt 
pieces. Those shirt pieces are divided 
into four columns of four. Each column is 
12” wide (pieces originally cut to 13 ” be¬ 
fore sewing), and the length of each shirt 
piece differs depending on the length of 
the print, but I arranged them in columns 
as best I could to get a combined length of 
54” while making sure four shirts didn't 
converge at one point. Once you have a 
plan, you enter the most tedious part of 
the quilt...making the shirt pieces. I 
would set a stereo or something in your 
work area. I should have made a play list 
of what I listened to while I put mine 
together, but I know I started the whole 
project by listening to Ignition's "Machi¬ 
nation” LP and followed it up with a bunch 
of Life...But How to Live It, some Stengte 
Dorer, and plenty of Electroduendes. So 
get ironing! 

Steps One through Four - 

Making your shirt pieces. With an idea of 
the various lengths and widths your pieces 
will be, follow steps one through four of 
the "Pillow” instructions and collect a 
large stack of shirt pieces. 

Step Five - Sewing your pieces to¬ 
gether. Keep in mind that you are going to 
start your quilt by sewing columns. You 
get columns by sewing the bottom of one 
shirt piece to the top of another. Take 
your first two pieces of a column and 
decide which piece will be at the top of 
the column; we will call that piece fl. 

All subsequent pieces will be numbered in 
descending order. You have pieces fl and 
#2; place them faces together with the bot¬ 
tom of fl at the same end as the top of #2. 
Line the pieces up and pin them together 
on that end only. Stitch the two pieces 
together at the pinned end taking the pins 
out as you go, making sure not to run over 
any of the pins. Make the seam a little 
less than half an inch. Also make sure to 
use lock stitches at the beginning and end 
of all these lines. Take the piece off of 
the sewing machine and open it up. Both 
shirt pieces should be "top up”. Now take 
piece £5 and put it faces together with 
piece §2\ making sure that the top of f3 
is lined up with the bottom of #2. Line 
it up, pin it, and stitch it just like you 
did the others. Open it up again and all 
three should be "top up” all the way down. 
Repeat this until you have your column 
finished. Lay the column open and face 
down on your ironing surface. Use your 


ironing cloth to press open the seams on 
the back where the pieces meet. This will 
ultimately make your quilt more comfortable 
and less bulky. Repeat this step until you 
have all of your columns finished. 


Step Six - Sewing your columns 
together. Your columns should all be 
about the same length. Sewing the col¬ 
umns together will work much like sewing 
the pieces together. You will place two 
columns with their faces together, line 
them up, pin one side all the way down, 
then stitch that side, making sure to try 
and keep the seams open when you stitch 
over them. This will keep the seams lay¬ 
ing "open” and will make your quilt much 
flatter in the end. You will then open the 
two columns and press the seams open in the 
back. With all of that in mind, find the 
order you want your columns to go in. I 
suggest laying them out side by side in the 
order you want. When you have done that, 
if you flip one column over to its left and 
lay it face down on the column that was to 
its left, you would then pin it down the 
right side and stitch it. With those two 
columns sewn together and laid on the floor 
in their spots, you would do the same thing 
until all of your columns are sewn togeth¬ 
er. I say this like it's simple and takes 
no time, but that is not the case. You 
will find that you will eventually have to 
deal with very large amounts of material, 
making it very difficult to sew certain 
areas. The best thing I can tell you is to 
use common sense and be very mindful of not 
letting loose material be sewn over because 
you are not paying attention. This happens 
more than you might like to think with a 
project of this size. It is a REAL pain in 
the ass to undo the stitching if this hap¬ 
pens, so pay attention and think about what 
will be the simplest way to accomplish what 
you want to do. 


Step Seven - Attach your back¬ 
ing material. This is where your quilt 
becomes very cumbersome to deal with. As 
I mentioned in the explanation of "backing 
material”, I am going to detail instruc¬ 
tions using a "quilted backing” (a material 
with padding already attached to it). Most 
quilts have some kind of padding (called 
"batting”) in the middle for comfort and 
warmth, so I skip a step by using this ma¬ 
terial and not having to purchase, measure, 
cut, or at all mess with separate batting. 
If you want to experiment with a separate 
batting, I suggest combining it with a 
strong but soft material, possibly a bed 
sheet. This is what was used for the large 
quilt on the bed in the picture. 

The first difficult question you 
will have to answer is how much backing 
material to purchase. I could give tips 
on calculating this, but it would take too 
much space. If you have a question about 
how much to purchase, ask the worker at 
your fabric store, I have found that they 
are pretty good about helping in those 
situations. Once you have your backing 
material, piece it together with your sew- 
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irtg machine and cut it to match the size 
and shape of the front piece. Put your two 
pieces with their backs together (faces 
out), line them up and pin them. I would 
probably lay them out on the floor to do 
this, most likely with your shirt pieces 
facing up. Use plenty of pins and pin the 
pieces together throughout the entirety of 
the quilt as well as along the edges. Once 
you have the two pieces pinned together, 
take them to your machine and stitch the 
edges all the way around. I would use a 
quarter inch seam or less so that it will 
be covered by your binding. Once you have 
the edges sewn, stitch the pieces together 
where the columns meet. I suggest going 
slow and trying to stitch as close to where 
the two columns meet as possible to hide 
the stitching when seen from the front. Do 
this where all of your columns meet. When 
this is done you have a decision to make. 
Your quilt front is attached to the backing 
material fairly well at this point, but you 
can choose to stitch the two together where 
your shirt pieces meet within the col¬ 
umns. This can be very monotonous and time 
consuming, and not completely necessary, 
but if you choose to do it you will add 
more strength and durability to your quilt. 
Both quilts pictured were done this way. 
Once your pieces are sewn together you 
might notice that your materials did not 
line up perfectly. If this is the case, 
first make sure that you don't have any ma¬ 
jor "bubbles" or other flaws in your quilt. 
If not, carefully trim excess material to 
make straight edges on the four sides of 
your quilt. This will make attaching your 
binding easier. 

Step Eight - Binding your quilt. 

Binding hides the unfinished edges that 
your quilt has right now and "frames" it 
to make it look nice. Start by making sure 
you have enough binding. Calculate the 
length of your four edges of your quilt and 
compare that to the amount of binding that 
you have. You might have to sew two or 
more strips of binding together to create 
a long enough piece, but you simply put 
the two pieces faces together and stitch 
a line. Iron them to make sure they hold 
the original size and shape of the binding. 
Once you have a strip of binding that is 
longer than the sum of the length of your 
four edges, you are ready to start sewing. 
Check your bobbin to make sure you have a 
good amount of thread on there before you 
start this part. Contrary to what you 
might think, I have learned that it is 
better to not pin your binding down and to 
only stitch down one side of your binding 
at a time. This means that you will stitch 
your binding down all the way around the 
quilt, and then flip it over to stitch it 
down on the other side. I would start sew¬ 
ing the binding on the bottom of the quilt, 
somewhere near one of the corners. Rather 
than using a straight stitch, change your 
sewing machine to do a zigzag stitch. The 
width of the stitch is up to your personal 
taste. As you stitch the binding up the 
edge, open it up and line the crease in 
the binding up with the edge of the quilt.

When you come to a corner, hold the binding 
down as it will go around the corner and 
fold the extra flap of material that ap¬ 
pears in and down as close to a 45 -degree 
angle as possible. Stitch over this and 
around the corner as normal. Continue this 
all the way around the quilt until you near 
the end. By this point you should be able 
to tell how much binding you will need to 
go past the point that you started sew¬ 
ing the binding on. If you have too much 
binding left, cut some off, making sure to 
leave enough to go several inches past the 
starting point. At the very end you will 
want to fold the end of your binding under 
to give it a nice smooth line that will 
not fray. If possible, you probably want 
to iron this crease so it is easier to sew 
and blends in with the rest of the binding. 
Once you are finished with that side, flip 
the quilt over and sew the binding down on 
the other side. Start in the same place 
that you did on the first side, and don't 
pull the binding too tight. Let the crease 
in the binding decide where it folds over. 
This side should be easier to sew than the 
first side since you don't have to work as 
much holding the binding in place. Once 
you are done, you are done. Go over your 
quilt to make sure you don't have any loose 
threads hanging off, then start showing it 


to your friends. 

You will definitely learn a 
tremendous amount the first time you sew 
a quilt. I have gone into detail to try 
and answer some of the many questions 
I had when I sewed mine. Hopefully I 
have taken some of the guesswork out and 
maybe made your first quilt a little bet¬ 
ter than it might have been if you just 
jumped into it like I did. 

Thanks for taking the time to read this, 
and hopefully create something f-ing 
punk.

NOW THAT YOU HAVE A GOOD START ON 
YOUR 30S, HAVE YOU FELT THE NEED TO 
MELLOW AT ALL, IN LIFE OR IN MUSIC? 

Musically, I’m not mellowing out, not at all. I’m 
playing music the only way I know how to; B tuned, 
short fast parts, punch in the face slow parts and 
one foot in the past, from Discharge to Repulsion, 
without ever becoming self consciously retro. My 
desire to progress musically ceased when I heard 
Despise You, Crossed Out and Corrupted. In my 
life, well, I’m not mellowing per se, but I can’t deal 
with my problems the same way I did when I was 
twenty-one. A lot of the negative aspects of living 
in Glasgow inspired Shank no end, but ultimately, it 
was better to leave the place when the opportunity 
arose, instead of just fighting on hopelessly. 

PUNKS OVER 30 DON’T SEEM TO BE THE 
NOVELTY THEY ONCE WERE. GENERALLY 
SPEAKING IS IT GOOD FOR PUNK ROCK TO 
HAVE A SCENE FULL OF PEOPLE WORRIED 
ABOUT THEIR MARRIAGES, THE MORTGAGES, 
THE CHILDREN, AND THEIR RETIREMENT 
INVESTMENTS? 

A scene of people bitching about their high 
insurance premiums is about as interesting as 
songs about friendship, betrayal, straight edge, 
not eating meat or bombs falling from the sky and 
maiming innocent men, women and children. But, 
the same old timers who were active in the punk 
scene when I was getting into it in the UK are still 
around and I’ve never really felt all that old until I 
moved over here. Now I’m one of the oldest guys 
that still regularly goes to shows, let alone plays 
in a band. It seems to me that once most people 
make just over minimum wage in this part of the 
world they give up on anything fun in their lives. I 
started Ebola in 1995 and ten years later Mickey, 
who was (or at least I felt at the time) much older 
than me and played guitar in the band, is still 
thrashing away in the amazing Jinn, despite the 
responsibilities of fatherhood. More power to him. 
But, just as much as having no sense of history will 
kill punk rock, having no new blood will cause our 
vampiric scene to die as well. 

Does it ever cause problems that in the band you 
have a member in his 30s and one in his teens? 
Actually, Eric just (jit the twenty mark, but there’s 
still twelve years between us in age. But to answer 
your question, Eric is a remarkably stable person 
considering he’s both a drummer and a young ‘un. 
Sure, he meets girls via Myspace, sure he posted 
on the Relapse message board when he lost 
virginity and certainly, this is the first time I’ve ever 
really understood what a generation gap looks like, 
but there’s no problems. I’m not sitting down with 
him to regale him with tales of seeing, gasp, His 
Hero is Gone, like some boring old fart, because 
one, I don’t dwell in the past and still get excited 
about current bands and two, I have a really weird 
concept of time and assume everything happened 
yesterday and everyone was there to enjoy it. 

TELL ME ABOUT THE TUNE “DEATH RITUAL.” 
DID YOU HAVE SOMEONE SPECIFIC IN MIND 
WHEN YOU WROTE THAT, OR IS IT MORE OF A 
“CATCH ALL” FOR THOSE WE MISS? 

It was born out of an idea I’ve been thinking about 
for years; the increasing irrelevancy of God in 
most people’s lives hasn’t decreased the desire 
for people to live on after they’ve died and one of 
the ways people do this is through art. People who 
I’ve never met and have been dead for years live 
on because I’ve been obsessive about their music 
or writings. I’ve also been interested in sigils for a 
long time too, where you ritually attach meaning to 


symbol its own life. The nazi Swastika, the circled 
A, the Corrosion of Conformity skull, Support Our 
Troops magnets, Christ on the cross, the Star of 
David and the Baphomet pentagram all being 
relevant current examples of this. Anyway, I wanted 
to apply the same idea to music, where everyone 
I care about who’s either dead or dying (and there 
are too many) is attached to this song. I can then 
forget about the song and it does it’s own thing, 
celebrating the dead every time it’s played by 
anyone, because I can’t be permanently locked in a 
state of grief. 

A LOT OF THE POLITICS YOU TOUCH ON IN 
YOUR LYRICS BRING TO MIND THE VERY REAL 
CLASS SYSTEM IN MUCH OF THE WESTERN 
WORLD, SPECIFICALLY THE USA. WHY IS IT, 
DO YOU THINK, THAT THE USA CAN’T SEEM 
TO COME TO TERMS WITH THE FACT WE 
REALLY DO HAVE A CLASS SYSTEM? 

That’s an interesting interpretation and I can see 
how you arrived at it. I’m guessing you have 
the songs that deal with immigration (Barely 
Legal), prison labour (Black Economy) and drug 
prohibition (Colombian Education, Prohibition’s 
Failure) in mind. The whole notion of class has 
always perplexed me for a number of reasons. I 
guess a major reason is that it was such a huge 
discussion point in the UK punk scene when I was 
just getting into it and a lot of the rhetoric made 
absolutely no sense at all. Though the real reason 
I’ve never grasped the class system is because 
I’ve never understood my own place in it. I grew up 
in a middle class family, but spent large sections 
of my adult life living well below the poverty line. 
Did I remain middle class when I was broke and 
didn’t have the option of running back to mummy 
and daddy like so many of the pretend poor do? 

Is class inherited from your father like more than 
a handful of people have said? If so, I’m definitely 
middle class, but then my own father would be 
working class going by that logic. Is ruminating on 
the notion of class an inherently poncey middle- 
class thing to do? Sure, if you want an easy 
answer. Class pride, much like racial pride, is 
usually the last vestige of pride that people who’ve 
never truly accomplished anything of any note in 
their lives have to hang onto. I don’t deny that a 
class system exists, but it doesn’t really address 
the issue of barriers that people face in their lives 
any deeper than being something you’re born into 
and have no choice over. Class doesn’t really take 
into account the middle class Asians having meat 
hooks thrown through their windows by their white 
neighbours. Class doesn’t really address kids who 
live in condos who also happen to be transgender. 
Class doesn’t really address the formerly wealthy 
Sri Lankan government worker now living in a 
homeless shelter in Toronto. Why can’t America 
get to grips with class? Well, I’ll rephrase that, 
“Why can’t America accept that there systemic 
barriers that interfere with people’s reasonable 
quality of life?” People treat human rights issues 
as disabled parking spots. Give disabled people 
the ‘good’ parking spots and non-disabled people 
have top walk further to the shops. If they give 
rights to queers, then we’ll have fewer rights 
ourselves. If the homos can get married, that 
affects OUR marriage rights. If the blacks can sit 
at the front of the bus, I can’t get on the bus. If 
women get higher wages, I get lower wages. If 
people are allowed to take whatever chemical they 
like and fuck up their own lives, then MY life will 
get worse. And so on. Basically, some people are 
dumb and pay too much attention to what’s going 
on in other people’s lives when they should be 
looking after their own issues. These are the same 
people who neglect their kids, but when Johnny 
puts a gun to in his mouth, or worse, takes one 
to school, it’s the fault of Judas Priest or Marilyn 
Manson, because the real answers involve taking 
some personal responsibility for the shitty things 
that can happen in this life. 

THE REALITY OF THE CLASS SYSTEM SEEMS 
TO HAVE BEEN FRONT AND CENTER MOST 
OF MY LIFE, BUT CONSTANTLY IGNORED. 
CONSIDER THE “ERA MOVEMENT” (FOR 


WOMEN DEMANDING EQUALITY IN SOCIETY, 
SPECIFICALLY IN THE WORKPLACE. THE 
ENTIRE MOVEMENT WAS UNDERMINED BY 
THE FACT RELATIVELY FEW MINORITY AND 
POOR WOMEN WERE INVOLVED. MINORITY 
AND POOR WOMEN DIDN’T WANT TO FIGHT 
FOR THE RIGHT TO WORK. THEY ALREADY 
HAD TO WORK TO PUT FOOD ON THE TABLE. 
THEY WOULD RATHER FIGHT FOR A QUALITY 
OF LIVING THAT AFFORDED THEM THE 
CHOICE OF WHETHER TO WORK OR STAY 
HOME AND TAKE CARE OF CHILDREN. DO 
YOU THINK THAT PRESIDENT BUSH’S IMAGE 
OF BEING A “REGULAR GUY” IS CULTIVATED, 

IN PART, TO MASK THE FACT HE BELONGS 
TO A CLASS FAR REMOVED FROM THE 
MIDDLE-CLASS AND THE LOWER-CLASS OF 
AMERICAN SOCIETY? 

Well, that’s the problem with barriers, whilst you’re 
trying to dismantle them; you still have to deal with 
them affecting your life. But yes, Bush’s image is 
undoubtedly calculated around being “the regular 
guy”. But how many regular guys are millionaire 
sons of presidents? How many barely literate 
people get so far in life? How many Joe Schmoes 
have impaired driving charges thrown out because 
of their family backgrounds? But honestly, how 
is Bush any different from any other president? 

The saintly next-door neighbour of Kennedy, th||j^ 
buddy buddy action hero Reagan, the cool dadBjg jj,. 
sax playing Clinton. All carefully orchestr^rfr®^^ 
images designed to obfuscate the reality. And 
that’s probably why Kerry didn’t win, in this time 
where voting means getting rid of contestants on 
shitty television game shows he had no marketable 
image. 

DO YOU BELIEVE THAT EDUCATING AND 
APPEALING TO THE MASSES CAN BRING 
ABOUT POSITIVE CHANGE IN WESTERN 
SOCIETIES? 

Yes and no. I don’t believe that people who are not 
part of an oppressed group can give them parity 
by merely giving a shit. At best it’s patronising, - 
at worst it’s institutionalizing (by giving people 
something else to rely on to get through the day). 
Men absolutely cannot liberate women on their 
behalf, but they can be less obstructive. When we 
get involved in causes that don’t really affect us we 
can and should advocate for change, we just have 
to be aware of our motivations, limitations and how 
others may perceive us. As I said above, most 
people think in terms of disabled parking spaces 
when they think of human rights and the quickest 
way around that is to avoid turning disadvantages 
into privileges. To completely over simplify matters 
(and this is a punk ‘zine after all): concerned non¬ 
drinking activists making the case for drinkers’ 
rights and marching on Washington didn’t repeal 
alcohol prohibition. People continuing to drink in 
spite of what the law said repealed it. 

WHAT OTHER OUTLETS DO YOU HAVE FOR 
YOUR ANGER BESIDES MUSIC? DO YOU 
NEED OTHER OUTLETS? 

I’d like to think I have enough coping skills in my 
life now that I’m not some permanently-ready-to- 
boil-over-exploding-man unless I get to play music. 
Sure, there’s a lot to be angry about in this world, 
but if I lost the ability (or option) to play music 
tomorrow I wouldn’t become paralysed in dealing 
with things that I take issue with in other ways; 

I don’t deal with idiots at work and just bust out 
my bass and start yelling to deal with it (though 
perhaps I should try that sometime...) Pretty much 
all of the politics dealt with in the lyrics I write are 
things I’m dealing with in my personal life and work 
life anyway. 

ANY FINAL THOUGHTS?
